15 FACING JAIL 


Youths Break Up Temperance | 


Meeting Held by Mrs. W. €, 
H. Keough of Chicago. 


TWO OF HER AIDS FELLED 


Fifteen warrants will be sworn out on Mon- 
day, it is promised, for the arrest of as many 
young men who on Friday night took part in 
a riotous demonstration that resulted in the 
breaking up of a temperance meeting at 
Orland, in the southwest part of Cook county. 

Among the victims of the attack was Mrs. 
W. C. H. Keough of the Anti-Saloon league 
of Chicago: Two fiirectors of the school, C. 
Cc. Bettenhausen and Henry Brandaw, were 
beaten into insensfbility in the course of the 
fight, and the Rev. W. D. Beal, pastor @f the 
Orland Methodist church, who presided, wag 
stabbed in the cheek. 


‘“Wets” and “Drys’’? in Conflict. 

The struggle was the outgrowth ofa“ wet” 
and ‘‘ dry "’ controversy which has been going 
on in Orland for sometime. Feeling reached 
a dangerous point on Wednesday when the 
“drys ’’ began holding public meetings which 
attracted a large attendance.’ Mayor John 
Humphry. of Orland and.Alex Wagner, an 
“riand saloonkeeper, have been the leaders 
of the liquor element. 

Mrs. Keough spoke at Orland on Wednes- 
day evening and on the following night in the 
school of district 189. Thursday evening she 
had another meeting. All of these gather- 
ings were largely attended and with increas- 
ing public interest in the “dry” campaign 
came murmurs on the part of the “‘ wets” 
that the meetinge would be broken up. 


Youths Start a Disturbance. 

When Mrs. Keough opened a meeting at the 
Bettenhausen school Friday evening. it wes 
noticed that a large number of young men 
‘was present. Some of the youths, it was 
seen, had been drinking. During the early 
part of the meeting there was no disturbance. 

A short time before she was about to con- 
clude her talk one of the members of th.» 
crowd got up and shouted, “* Democratic 
trick.” The cry was immediately taken up 
by half a dozen others. This was followed 
by a shower of shelled corn and buckshot 
which the disturbers hed brought with them. 

Mre, Keough and others begged the young 
men to leave the place peaceably. They con- 
tinued to hurl corn and buckshot. One of the 
rioters spoke insultingly to a woman. Mr. 
Bettenhausen attempted to ejecthim. Othere 
joined in the struggle. The invaders resisted. 
The fight became general. Some of the 
‘“wets’’ made their way to the rostrum. 
It was there that the presiding officer was

EMBASSY HAVEN OF DIPLOMATS 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 16, 2a. m.—” Hands 
off" Mexico for the present was the decision 
of President Taft and the cabinet, reached at 
@ prolonged session which lasted until an 
early hour this morning. 

The extraordinary meeting was called to 
make reply to President Madero’s request 
that there be no intervention pending the 
putting down of the Diaz revolt. 

Mr. Taft and seven of his advisers gathered 
in the White House, After reviewing the 
situation from every angle, and particularly 
the proposal of an armistice in Mexico City 
during | which noncombatants are to be re- 
moved, with thé creation of a neutral zone 
for the American embasgy, they determined 
to reaffirm the nonintervention attitude of 
the United States. Meanwhile the army and 
navy will be kept ready for tnstant action. 

Hilles Issues Statement. 

The cabinet meeting broke up just after 
12:30 a. m. Secretary Knox announced that 
Secretary Hilles would prepare and make 
public the only statement to be given out. 
Other members of the cabinet referred all in- 
quirers to Mr. Hilles, His statement was as 
follows: — 

“At a meeting of the cabinet tonight 
various dispatches from Mexico were 
considered and it was decided that the 
information so far received afforded neo 
basis for a change in the policy of the 
government of the United States, already 
indicated many times in the last twe 
years.” 

Left Cannon Dinner for Meeting. 

President Taft spent less than an hour at 
Speaker Cannon's dinner and hurried back 
to the White House, where seven members 
of the cabinet were awaiting him in the exec- 
utive mansion. In addition {6 the army oM- 
cers at the conference, Brig. Gen. Aleshire, 
the quartermaster general, was present. The 
session began by a reading of the freshest 
dispatches from Mexico City. 

The general impression was that the cab- 
inet meeting foreshadowed an Important step 
on the part of the United Siates authorities, 
One or twe incidents indicated that Presi- 
dent Taft and his advisers might be contem- 
plating the mobilization of another armed 
force on the Mexican border. | 

It wae believed probable that the cabinet 
meeting was called to frame a denial on the 
part of the administration of reports circu- 


lated in Mexico City to the effect thet the 
British minister had received a communica- 


tion from President Taft announcing his de 
cision to intervene in Mexico. 

Information reached here late last night 
that this report was being widely circulated 
in Mexico City and arousing great consterna- 
tion in that capital. It was being credited, 
according to advices here, by many members 
of the Mexican sencte. 

Regards Reports Dangerous. 

It ‘is understood that President Taft re- 
gards the circulation of such reports as so 
dangerous in the present delicate situation 
that they warrant his making an official 
denial through Ambassador Wilson at Mexi- 
co City. : 

The resumption of fighting in Mexico City 
today renewed the government's anxiety, 
after the brief respite of last night, when it 
was reported that Madero actually had given 
up the presidency in favor of Francisco de la 
Barra, the former provisional president.

| ARREST IN ST. LOUIS CLEARS 


MYSTERY OF $200,000 THEFT. 


Cuban Who Tried to Obtain Foreign Ex- 
change for Two $10,000 Bills In- 
volves Others in Crime, 

aay 

St. Louis. Mo., Feb. 15.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the theft of $200,000 in American 
currency in Havana, Cuba, last September 
has been solved through the arrest here last 
week of Ramon Liano, a Cuban, who at- 
tempted to get foreign exchange for two 
$10,000 bilis at the Third National bank of 
St. Leuls. 

By comparing the numbers on the bills, the 
bank officials recognized them as part of the 
loot. Liano was arrested and information he 
gave led to the arrest at Havana of Jose 
Fernandez Vina, Manuel Arias, Emanuel 
Liano,:and Antonio Ayala. 

According to a cabiegram from Havana, 
Vina has confessed he planned the robbery, 
exonerating Emanuel Mayoz, who had been 
held in connection with the crime since last 
October. 

Mayoz wes a teller and Ayala a messenger 
for the Nationa] bank of Cuba, in Havana. 
Mayoz last Beptember gave Ayala an et- 
velope containing $200,000 to be mated 
to the National Park bank, New York. 
Ayala. took the envelope to a restaurant at 
which Arlas’'was employed. There the cur- 
rency was taken out of the envelope and ad- 
vertising circulars placed in a similar en- 
velope, which was mailed to New York. 

Last October Vina brought to Ramon Liano 
two of the $10,000 bills and asked that he 
conceal them. Vina said that these bills 
had been stolen, but that he came by them 
legitimately. 


FATHER AND BABY RESCUED 
AFTER PLUNGING OVER FALLS. 


Marlborough, N.'Y., Man Jumps In to 
Save Child When Sled Goes Into Tor- 
rent. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Feb, 15.—[Special. ]— 
Engulfed in a torrent of ice cakes in the 
,boiling flood below Wrights falls at Marl- 
borough, over which they hed plunged with 
the torrent, a distance of more than sixty 
feet, Bernard Heberich and his son were 
saved from death in a miraculous manner 
today. 

Heberich was skating on the lake, drawing 
his 3 year old baby, Barney, on a sled, when 
he stubbed his toe and fell. His hold on the 
sled rope loosened and the sled and the child 
was whirled toward the brink of the falls. 
In a flesh the sled slipped off the edge of 
the ice at the brink and was seized by the 
swiftly falling water and dropped into the 
chasm below. Heberich had made a desper- 
ate effort to reach the sled rope, but failed. 
.As the child disappeared he jumped over 
the edge of the falls, and the flight of fa- 
ther and child into the gorge was almost 
simultaneous. Little Barhey dropped into 
a pool and was thrown up and down on a 
shelf of rock. The fether reached his child's 
side and pulled himself and his boy up to 
safety among the boulders at the side of the 


rapids.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 15.—While the federal 
guns pounded the Diaz fortifications in the 
arsenal and the rebels sent back shell for 
shell, the senate sat today and discussed the 
ousting of Madero from the presidency. 

Confident of ultimately defeating Dias, 
Madero defied the senate and ignored the 
counsel of Francisco de la Barra and other 
friends. He absolutely refused to resign, 
but did not take the trouble to make known 
his decision personally to the senate, 


Strong in Refusal to Quit. 

The situation in Mexico City, apart from 
its terrifying aspect, ig a remarkable one, 
Friends of President Madero fully expected 
his resignation, but as the day wore along, 
he became fixcd in his determination to retain 


the reins of power 


Madero’s comment to Sefior Cologan y 
Cologan was brief and to the point: 

“What nonsense. Why should I re« 
sign? Will it help conditions permanent« 
ly? Not at all. What I have gone through 
with im the last year and a half would 
be the experience of any one who might 
sucteed me. I have fought thus far and 
I might as well continue. siti: 

“I¢ is my duty to stay at the head of 
the government where the people have 
elected me. I am willing to arbitrate 
er te do anything that a man may do 
honesily and properly te bring peace to 
my country, but I shall net act the part 
of a coward.” 

Plan 24 Hour Truce. 

The proposition is under consideration by 
Madero and his ministers to declare a truce 
of from twelve to twenty-four ‘hours, 

The matter has been referred to Gen. 
Huerta, who has suspended hostilities. He 
is expected to give an early reply. 

In the interim foreigners will be removed 
from the danger zone.

Censor All News Dispatches. 
And amid all the confusions and alarms, at

and will effectually suppress incoming @is- 
patches regarding conditions in other pasts 
of the republic,

After the conference Madero dispatched De 
Le Batra and Gen. Angeies to confer with 
Felix Diaz and Gen. Manual Mondragon on 
the question of arranging an armistice. Ma- 
dero proposed the naming of a commission 
by each party to contrive a pian for a solu- 
tion of the situation. ~. 

Gen. Diaz, .who last night appeared to put 
some stock in the report that Madero had 
resigned, soon had his hopes shattered, and 
reopened the night battie that-had been 
stopp.d. 

With this insincerity on the part of Madero 
fresh in his mind, Diaz ;efused to cansider 
an armistice, and told De La Barra he would 
enter into no negotiations for peace until 
he was officially notified of the resignation of 
Madero, the vice. president, and the entire 
cabinet. 

Diaz's firmness in this respect was indi- 
Catede by the activity of his gunnérs, who 
‘continued the bombardment’ at intervals dur- 
ing the night and after dawn increased their 
fire until it was more violent than at any. 
Previous stage of the seven days’ fighting. 

The aggressiveness of the rebels during 
the night brought about further scenes of 
panic among tne people, the usands of whom 
filled the streets during ever’ luilin the fight- 
ing and hastened in jostling masses away 
from the danger zone. 


Diaz Extends His Lines. 

Before midnight Diaz, taking advantage 
of the unrlighted streets, extended his lines 
for s¢éveral blocks and shortly afterward «n- 
gaged the federal trocps from his new posi- 
tions in the so-called ‘Juarez colony,” which 
is thickly populeted with foreigners. 

Groups of rebel soldiers deployed along 
Versailles street and from the roofs.of build- 
imrgs on Turin street and Earcelona street. 
For a time they maintained an almost inces- 
sant rifle and machine gun fire at the federal 
Oulposts stationed far out in what had been 
called the “ neutral zone.” 

From time to time rebel cannon threw pro- 
gJectiles in al] directions. trying to draw the 
federal fire. They succeeded betwen 3 and 
€ eclock in awakening two federal batteries 
into brisk action and a sharp artillery due} 
lasting half an hour gave the city its first 
experience of a night bombardment. 

From 4 o'clock until dawn there Was prac- 
tical silence throughout the city. 


Forces Hold Original Positions. 

When day broke the hostile forces faced 
each other in virtuaily the same positions 
they have held al] through the week. 

The government forces during the morning 
placed a battery within two blocks of the 
American embassy, but it cid not go into 
action. as Ambassador Wilson persuaded the 
commander to withhoid his fire until he could 
communicate with Gen. Huerta and a:‘tempt 
to dissuade him.

FIND TIME FOR DETAILS. 


Vivid Personal Impressions. Supple- 
ment Recital of Events. 


Mexico City, Feb. 15.—(Special.]—Ma- 
rooned in the cable office at the corner of San 
Jvan ce Letran and Independencia streets, 
eye witnesses to attacks, counter attacks, 
and scenes of carnage, With ears deacened 
by the roar of artillery and the whine of byl- 
lets, this has been the fate of the newspaper 
‘ war correspondents here for the lest five 
days. Nadi 
The experiences of the newspaper writers 
‘‘at the front’ are teld by one of them ag 
follows: 

“When the general.cannonading of the 
city was commenced last Tuesday I had 
just entered the Hotel Isabel, coming there 
from the cable office, where I had been on 
duty ali night. The bursting of the firat 
slrell and the sharp bark of the first mathine 
‘gun cartridge started a wild panic, as at the 
time the streets were alive with people. A 
few moments later a shel] burst immediately 
in front of the hotel. and there was a rush of 
peop!» to enter its doors in thelr frantic ef- 
forts to find some place of escape and safety 
from miseiles. 


Marooned in Cable Office. 

‘The doors of the hotel were about te be 
closed, and knowing it would be impossible 
to witness any scenes of fighting from within, 
I ran out into the street and managed by 
dodging from one ehelter to another, in and 
out of doorways, to reach the cable office just 
before its doors were closed. 

“From the roof of the cable office my com- 
panions and I could see the daring and des- 
perate assaults mace by the federal] troops 
on the arsenal, the great -stone fortress 
which has proven to be an impregnable posi- 
tion for Gen. Diaz and his rebels. - In com- 
pany formation the federal] troops hurled 
themselves forward ,through the streets 
leading to the arsenal in daring but fool.

“BABY” SPOON MURDER CLEW, 


Sleuths Also Trace New Coat in 
Search of Cunning Slayers. 


FIND BODY IN WASTE AREA. 


| Almost Nude; Dead Only 24 Hours; 


Mysterious Visiters. 


A premeditate@ murder, cunningly exe- 
cuted, was brought to light on Fricay even- 
ing when the unidentified body of a middle 
aged man was found in a desolate hollow 
along the old Illinois and Michigan canal 
near Willow Springs. Detectives yesterday 
said the man had been electrocutéd and then 
had been carted to the lonely spot at night, in 
a hope of hiding evidence of the crime.

TO CHECK DIVORCE 


Members of Commission Will 
Send Proposed Laws to 
Springfield for Adoption. 


SEEK TO END COLLUSION.

Propose Investigations by State's 
Attorney and Changes in Mar- 
- riage Lieense Rules. 


Four bills to regulate marriage and divorce 
in Illinois yesterday were indorsed by the Ili- 
nois cQmmission on marriage and divorce. 
These Gills, if enacted by the legislature, are 
expected by Judge Marcus Kavahagh, chair- 
man of the commission, materially to reduce 
the divorce evil, and prevent thousands of un- 
happy marriages. 

Remedies sought by the proposed laws are 
to be laid before a massmeeting at the Hotel 
La Salie.on Washington's birthday, and their 
indorsement by civic and fraternal onganiza- 
tions throughout the state will be asked. A 
special ‘‘ divorce Sunday ”’ off which the evils 
of divorce will be discussed in every pulpit 
throughout the state also will be arranged. 


Outline of Proposed Law. 


The amendments or proposed laws were in- 
corporated by Judges Kavanagh, Pam, an¢ 
McGoorty and John T. Edwards, president 
of the Chicago Bor association, and ate as 
Sellows: 

Making the state's atiorney @ party to 
every divorce suit filled in order to preveht 
collusion ahd to prevent ‘* easy“*' divorces. 

Changing the license requirement ™M 
fourm and making the obtaining of a It- 
cense by fraud or misestatemests a fel- 
ony punishable by a fine of from $100 to 
$1,000 or a penitentiary sentence. 

Declaring invalid any marriage pet- 
formed in Lilinois in order to avoid pro- 
hibitions of another state, and also de- 
ciaring invalid @ marriage performed inp 
another state to avoid prohibitions of Tut 
nois. 

Permitting a co-respondent to a divorce 

suit to become a party to the action and 
thus defend his or her reputation. 
Two of these proposed laws were adopted 
by the commission yesterday after Juage 
Kavanagh had recited an incident thet came 
to his attention on Thursday.

Kilafter Talks of Lawsuit. 

Mr. Kiafter announced at the same time 
thet he would at once start a suit against 
Architect Frank E. Davidson, charging him 
with criminal conspiracy to injure fils busi- 
ness. Davidson reported unfavorably on 
beth the Home and Ashland theaters. He 
aleo filed charges of “ gross incompetency 
and recklessness’ against Klafter with the 
board of examiners of architectsof thestate. 
He ts.a member of the public action com- 
mittee of the Chicago Architects’ Business 
association.

Cashier Sees Shooting and By- 
stander Watches Them Leave 
Unmolested. 


Four men walked into the penny arcade 
and shooting gallery of L. M. Czar, 560 
West Madison street, at 4 0’clock in the after- 
noon, bought ‘‘shots"’ at the targets and 
then killed Vincent Kristulorch, an atteng- 
ant, who lives at Washington boulevard ana 
Sawyer avenue. 

After the murder the four men lald tne 
Weapons on the counter, walked out of the 
front door, and went west in Madison streét. 
The victim of the shooting crumpled up of 
the floor and died ‘several minutes later wMie 
being placed in an ambulance. The apparent 
absence of motive for the slaying leaves the 
police with the only explanation that the 
murderers were intoxicated. 

Cashier Sees Shooting. 

Mrs. Minnie Miller, 1221 Martena court, 
cashier in the gallery, witnessed the shoot- 
ing of Kristulorch, whose work was ‘to re- 
load the weapons of the patrons shooting at 
the glass balls and clay pipes. Mrs. Miller 
sold the men the metal checks which they 
exchanged with Kristulorch for revolvers. 
and ammunition. The*police at a late hour 
had failed to establish whether or not Kris- 
tulorch knew the men - who shot him. ;. 

The “loader” assumed his customary 
position at one side of the range as the men 
lined up at the counter end leveled their 
weapons. Several shots rang out, followed 
by the metal clang of a bullet ringing home 
on the target. 

“ Kristulorch threw his hands up and fell 
on the floor,’ said Mrs. Miller. “ He tried to 
say something, but seemed to be choking. I 
ran over to his side. The men just turned 
and walked toward the door. I don’t believe 
they looked at him. I lifted up his head and 
he was just able to whisper: ‘I'm shot.’ I 
ran to the phone and called the police.’ 

Seen by Moline Man. 

As the four men stepped out of the door of 
the shooting gallery they were noticed by 
John L. Swenson of Moline, Ill. He saw the 
men walking hurriedly west in Madison 
street. He was suspicious. He entered the 
gallery and learned of the shooting. 

Swenson said he could identify two of the 
men. Mrs. Miller sald she could identify the 
men. She said none of them was more than 
25 years old. She said they were boisterous 
and loud when they bought the checks and 
might have been intoxicated.

"The recent cold spell, coupled with an un- 
usual amount of contagious disease, has .ezt 
the United Charities in need of funds. fis 
sending out an arpeal to Chicagoans to doa 
little social service work by sending a con- 
tribution to the organization: 

During the month of January the Unitea 
Charities looked after 4,212 cases. This In- 
cluded necessary relief as well as assistance 
in making charitable help unnecessary. 

. “The large number of quarantine cases Wiis 
winter has added to our work,’’ said Bugene 
T Lies. superintendent of the United Cnar- 
ities, yesterday. 

Quarantine Hardship on Workers. 

* Quarantine usually means that the mem- 
bers of the family who are working have to 
sté6p. When the disease spreads from child 
to child it means a quarantine period of from 
three to eight weeks. There is alsoa great 
deal of sickness which, according td reports 
of the visiting nurses, is due to the great 
amount of dirt and dust in the city as a re- 
sult of lack of rain or snow. 

‘Many people believe that because it has 
been an open winter we have had little to do. 
That is not true. We always have to give 
aid to the families of widows and of those 
where the breadwinner is sick or has met 


with an accident. 
Several Widows Assisted. 

“We have had to expend from $50 to $100 
to each of quite a number of widows who are 
to benefit from the widows’ pensions, but 
who are tneligible because they live in rented 
rooms. We have gecured fiata for these 
women, bought their household goods, and 


paid the first month's rent.

With singular cruelty the trains run north 
and east from Springfield either at noon ofr 
early in the aftérndon and this leads each 
Thursday to foot races of the most hair rais- 
ing descripaion. .America Will niiss a chance 
if she doés not pick her half milers at the next 
Olympiad from Illinots legislators who catch 
thowe Thursday trains. ., 

From Tuesday at 11 to Thursday at 1 is not 
much over two days—actual time. Wé are 
assured by old hands at legislating that 
longer sessions are impossible for innumer 
able reasons already known and many more 
which can bée @fecovered if necessary. But 
“Impossible ’’ is a standpat word—in fact, 
almost the entire standpat lexicon. It does 
seem as if a nation which has invented the 
aeroplane, the telephone, the phonograph, 
the leave to print, and the utilization of the 
hog from squeal to tail, ought to be able to 
solve the problem of making Friday useful te 
a legislature.

He made the 
principal eddress at the annual delegete 
luncheon of the congress at the Hotel Sher

“ The bome should be an educational insti- 
tation,” he said. “ The mother and father 
should be members of the faculty and there 
should be frequent faculty meetings. Chil- 
dren should not be out nights They should 
be at home delightfully engaged in studying 
their lessons. 

“TI know of one principal of a high echool 
who has succeeded in getting his students to 
promise not to go out any night in the weels 
except Friday. 

“Don’t Help Them in Lessons,” 

“If the children are kept busy studying 
at home they wil) form the habit of 
at home. This habit will not leave them 
efter they are grown up. But don't try 
te help them get their arithmetic lesson.” 

Dr. Cook urged @ closer alliance of the 
mother and teacher.

TRAMP AEROS CAUSE WORRY 


England Passes Law Authorizing 
Firing on Strangers. 


WILL INSTALL SKY GUNS 


Protection of Coast Lines te Be In- 
creased; Espionage Resented. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 15.—The frequent and sud- 
den appeerance of mysterious “ visiting” 
airships, which do not meke e landing, has 
caused the government to rush a short bill 
through the house of commons prohibiting 
the passage of air craft over certain areas, 
or, if deemed necessary, over the whole 
coast line of the United Kingdom and adja- 
cent territorial waters. 

The bill authorizes the proper officers to 
fire at or into any such craft and to use 
any and every other means to prevent an 
infraction of the law. 


Resents Espionage by Air Craft. 

The Times in en editorial pute the matter 
in this way: 

“Tt mrust have occurred to many. people 
that the visits of foreign airships to this 
| country are becoming unpleasantty frequent, 
especially in view of the fact that we are 
by no means returning the compliment. 
They have a way of by ote over our 
ports just after nightf mr before dawn. 

“Tt would seem that either they have a 
predilection in favor of following the coast 
or passing unnoticed possibly at the greater 
height across our territory. During the last 
four or five months they have been seen 
over Sheerness, Portamouth, Dover, and 
Liverpool, and on two separate occasions 
over Cardiff. 


Unable to Trace Course, 

“Their course has never been traced. 
They are sighted ata given spot and then 
disappear. The circumstance not only gives 
a surreptitious air to thelr visits but raises 
an unpleasant suspicion that the visite may 
pe more frequent than we know. 

“ This aerial espionage of ah unknown ex- 
tent and minuteness ie an Intrusion which 
we bave a right to resent. Me motives are 
not likely to be friendly.” 

Tt is understood that sky gune, for which 
contracts were given some time ago, wil) 
be stationed along the coast. Meanmhile 
an agitation is growing. te urge the govern- 
ment to tngrease the number of British girs 
ships, which ‘at present is a negligible quan- 
tity.

DELAY ACTION ON 


FRIEDMANN CURE} 


Official and Scientific Circles 
in Germany Have Reached 
No Decision. 


SOME ARE LOSING FAITH. 


Secrecy and Sudden Changes on 
Part of Discoverer Hurt 
His Own Cause. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

BERLAN, Feb. 15.—Dr. Friedmann, discov- 
erer of the alleged tuberculosis cure, is still 
without official or scientific recognition in 
Germany. He plans to sail for New York on 
the Kronprinzessin Cecille on Feb. 18. 

Dr. Friedmann’s methods and peculiarities 
and his disposition to maintain secrecy in re- 
gard to his discovery have alienated many 
who originally had faith init. He announced 
this week that he had turned over his remedy 
to Prof. Ehriich, head of the royal institute 
of experimental therapeutics at Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, for test purposes, 


Dr. Kirschner, head of the Prussian health 


department, made a statement on the same 
day to the effect that Dr. Friedmann had re- 
fused to give the culture to Prof. Ehrlich for 
hie testa. : | 

Prof. Ehrlich in responap to a telegram ask- 
ing whether Dr. Friedmann had submitted 
a culture to him as a private matter or for an 
official government test, declined to anewer. 


Not Given to Profession. 

Dr. Friedmann hase not placed his remedy 
at the digsposa) of the medical profession in 
Germany and he hag not apparently any im- 
mediaie intention of doing so. It is evident on 
hie own statement that he has given it over 
to Prof. Ehrlich to be solely for test purposes 
in the inatitute and in the future an uneu- 
thoritative réport on the tests may be ex- 
pected. 

As Dr. Friedmann says he plans to make 
only a brief stay in the United States, it is 
thought likely the report will not be made 
until he returna. He says he will only re- 
main a few weeks in the United States, but 
talks of going to San Francisco. There seems 
to be littie likelihood of the merits or de- 
merite of the remedy being demonstrated. 

Among the various statements made by Dr. 
Friedmann is one to the effect that he will 
give the remedy to the United States govern- 
ment and another that he will give the culture 
only to a few doctors designated by the United 
States government, who must first learn from 
him how to use it. Still another statement is 
to pyre ey ek oa cd soto what he 
will do when he arrived in the States. 

May Delay Hits 

A member of bis staff says it ts still doubt- 
ful if he will sail on Feb: 18.° Dr. Fried- 
mann’s chief characteristic i# his impulsive- 
ness and frequent changes of mind. In one 
moment he ts all gloom and the next heis up 
in the clouds. 

His American patients say that the doctor 
is much disturbed over the criticisms of him 
fn the American press. He gets bundles of 
clippings every day. It is surmised that the 
negotiations in regard to Mr. Finiay's offer 
of a million dollars for the cure Were unsat- 
isfactory to him, as he has always worked on 
his own conditions and possibly fears the 
test conditions dictated by others.

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CANCER GERMS IN ROACHES 
FOUND BY DANISH SCIENTIST. 


' Prof. Johannes Fibiger Produces Disease | 


in Rodents by Feeding Them Eggs 

Carried by Cockroaches. 

BERLIN. Feb. 15.—The results \of expet- 
ments to find the ‘origin of cancer Were pud- 
lished today by Prof. Johannes Fibiger, &- 
rector of the Pathological institute at Copen- 
hagen. 

His researches show cancerous growths in 
the esophagus and stomachs of rodents were 
due to the presence in the alimentary. tract 
of minute worms, an indeterminate numver 
of whieh are from the common. kitchen cocx- 
roach. Prof. Fibiger succeeded in produc- 
ing. cancer by feeding the parasites’ eggs on 
cockroaches to rats. 

The experiments are considered of great 
importance to seekers for a cure of cancer,

Certainly 
tis not a moral work, and it may be a fair example of what Mr. 
Chesterton would call the incurable morbidity of modern ethics. 
Rather is it a play instead of a doctrine, for, of course, it cannot 
be Mr. Houghton’s creed that Fanny Hawthorne is justified, as 
be justifies her, in hurdling the sex conventions simply because 
Alan Jeffcote does. If he was a moral propagand’-* he would 
ercue that man should rise to woman’s level, not that woman 
should descend to man’s.

ist, and he seized upon a journalistic idea as an interesting dra- 
matic ware—-femininism asserting itself in week-end sex parties 
instead of broken shop windows and cross country hikes.

TheAmericanMusician 


HD delegates to the National Federation of Musical Clubs 

will assemble for the regular biennial convention of the 

organization on April 21 in Chicago. These women will 

represent 45,000 organized lovers of music in America, or 
some 270 clubs engaged in the development of the art by study, 
by the giving of concerts, by the patronage of the native composer, 
and by the supervision of pedagogic methods in the public schools 
of the nation. They have banded themselves together with but 
one object in view: the betterment of musical conditions in 
America. | 

To stimulate the native composer thé federation has established 
and maintained for the last six years a competition for works in 
various classes for which prizes to the sum of $1,950 will be 
awarded at the coming meeting. Through its public school com- 
mittee it seeks to reach the children of the country, recommending 
methods and teaching material and generally endeavoring to foster 
a love of good music. It maintains a commitiee of reciprocity 
whereby gifted executive artists who have won recognition ia 
their own communities are helped to wider opportunities. Its 
efforts on behalf of the native are not limited to the 
biennial prize competition. The federation is always prepared 
to assist him to a hearing. 

Chicago, therefore, is about to be honored. by the presence of 
the most representative organization in American musical affairs. 
For the musical clubs that will send delegates to the federation 
are actually the musical public of the country, or-at least the 
active nucleus of the music.] life in their respective communities. 
In all the smaller cities of the country the giving of concerts is 
controlled by the musical clubs. These organizations make pos- 
sible the tours of the foreivn artists, great and nearly great, who 


- annually flock to our shores. To the person who views musical , 


conditions broadly and who believes that America will never 
achieve musical importance rntil it has also become self-support- 
ing and self-sufficient in the art it is both gratifying and surpris- - 
ing to learn that the people whe dominate, or have it in their 
power to dominate, the musical life of the nation already are 
committed to a program of patriotism. 


Handicaps for Native Art. 

The National Federation of Musical clubs ‘s still a young 
organization, which sufficiently explains the fact that as yet it has 
done comparatively little to better prevailing conditions. The 
native musician finds hirsself still obliged to occupy a secondary 
position because of the inevitable foreign domination in all im- 
portant departments of the art. In opera the American fre 


. quently succeeds in making a place for himself. Sometimes he 


wins distinction. But always he must first discount his nation- 
ality with a foreign trade mark secured by an engagement with 
some Furopean opera, with years of study as @ neces- 
By reason of the fact that choral societies of the country 
employ the English language the American singer is freed from 
foreign competition in the field of oratorio. Yn concert, however, 
he finds that the foreigner, especially if he be supplied with an 
operatic hale, is preferred by the public, or that portion there- 
of that judges are by the label and has no opinion of his 
own. The foreign born musician dominates in orchestra! affairs 
tor the best of reasons. America has many schools of music, most 
of them being exceedingly successful ag business ventures. But 
in the whole country there is only one that is qualified to train 
orchestral players to efficiency and te give the student of con 
ducting the necessary experience. 
At first glance it would seem that the native instrumentalists 
have a clear field and no favor. American violinists who have 
supplied themselves with impressive indorsement from European 
critics and have been fortunate enough to secure adequate finan- 
cial backing have been able to win important places ih the concert 
halls of their native land. The pianists, though unquestionably 
of equal talent, have not met with such conspicuous success, 
chiefly for the reason that the American piano manufacturer 
makes patriotic return for the benefits of a hégh protective tariff 
by subsidizing the American tours of European pianists, good, 
bad, and indifferent, while he does little or nothing for the native 


_ pianist. 


The American publisher emulates the American piano maker 
in his fondness for the protective principle and its benefits to his 
business. He makes no return in the form of encouragement for 
the native composer, who has learned to regard a place in the 
catalogue of the prominent American publisher as a testimonial 
to the commercial excellence and therefore to the artistic disad- 
vantage of bis art; for it is to be admitted that originality and 
worth are. not preferred by the public, which demands obvious- 
ness and conventionality-as the requisites to immediate favor. 


A Campaign for Masical Patriotism. 
These conditions will change when the pubiic begins to demand 
the native artist. They must change if America ‘:; to take her 


rightful place in the chorus of the nations. At present we bear . 


witness to our love of the art in terms of finance so impressive 
and attractive that European artisis regard an American tour 
as the culmination of their careers. Hurope’s regard for the 
American music student is similarly keen. A pianist of note 
recently boasted that he had met and talked with over eighty of 
his former pupils during his present tour of the country, and he 
further expressed the delight that a goodly number had been per- 
suaded to return to his Berlin studios. It is evident, therefore, 
that the profits of the visiting artists de not end with their tours. 
Many feel that they can be content with comparatively small 
Se ee ee en ee en 

When ene considers the seemingly insurmountable prejudices 
which these thousands of ardent young American music stu- 
dents must. meet when im turn are graduated into Ameri- 
can musicians the question of recognition for the native artist 
ceases to be one of sentiment and assumes the importance of a 
duty. What is needed is a campaign of education. The pnb- 
lic must be taught, or must teach itself to give the native art 
ist a fair and unprejudiced hearing. This is the duty that the 
women of the National Federation of Musical clubs have yvol- 
untarily assumed. Since they really are the American musical 
public, as stated above, it would seem that we stand before 
the dawn of @ new era in American music, thanks to their ef- 
forts.

I have seen actors weep real tears during 
& performance and not a handkerchief would 
Gome out in the audience. And, on the other 
hané, I have seen atidiences cry their eyes 
out when the stage folk, dry eyed, were going 
through with their parts. “There is nothing 
to that idea. We ACT. The response we get 
shows whether we are good or bad actors; 
that is all. : 

* On the stage our furniture is dusty. Our 
table Hinen—well, we would not tolerate it 
in our own homes. How, then, among such 
things could one LIVE a part? Allbosh!”. 

“ One illusion gone,” I said, smiling. “‘ Tell

It still iMves in Italy, 
tot few evidences of it can ever come to 
america, and in Chicago especially we pos- 
gese almost no originals. 

Another picture from the great *age {s 
Ghirlendaio’s portrait of a man—sterner, not 
po fluent and gracious as the Peruginos, but 
minted with the, most elaborate exactness 
gnd & powerful characterization. 

Of the Fiemish contemporaries of these 
teenth century. Italians the “‘ Madonna 
with Angels,"’ by Colyn de Coter, is a mag- 
sificent exampte. Here the pafnter's ideal is 
more domestic, less lyric; he,js haunted less 
by wind blown draperies of beautiful figures 
in motion and more by quiet folds falling from

* Wigures for two soldiers’ monuments and 
two bubbling founfains are offered by Fred- 
erick C. Hibbard, the former being intended 
for Princeton.

An exhibition of fifteen oil paintings and 
thirteen water colors aj Heinhardadt’s enables 
the public to jucge the necent work of George 
Elmer Browne. Landsrapes, harbor scenes, 
city and village vistas, with a few interiors 
of old churches, are his subjects. 

Mr. Browne has gained, since his last ex- 
hibition hére,’even though he still overdram- 
atizes some of his subjects, mistaking a 
certain slap dash boldness for power. He 
is not instinctively a colorist, consequently 
his use of brilliant colors in some pictures 
does not result in magic, but in vidlence, 
He is more successful with quieter tones, tn 
gray green tandscapes like * Late Summer” 
or ‘* Windswept,’’ ‘with its bold curve of 
trees, or the moonlit *’ Summer Nocturne.” 
In such works he us¢s with effective sim- 
plicity ‘masses of foliage. clouds, grassy lev- 


els, efc.> conveying a sense of wind and mo- 


tion, expressing bold phases of the drama of 
nature. : | 

In a picture like “ The Roofs of Le Puy” 
also he paints with extreme clevernéss the 
nestling of pink roofs among fields anc hill- 
sides. And some‘of the ehurch interiors in 
water colors present nobly the majestic Mnes 
and the rich gray depths of old 


cathedrals. 


At his best Mr. Browne attains a certain 
bigness and simplicity of effect. 

Because of Washington's birthday coming 
next Saturday, the Chicago artists’ exhib!- 
tion will continue through the two holidays, 
closing Sunday night, and the opening of the 
Scandinavian exhibition will be postponed 
until Thursday, Feb. 27. The latter promises 
to be an interesting show, representing. the 
best artists of the three kingdoms, under 
the patronage of their respective majesties.

The Metropolitan museum of New York 
is rapidly becoming one of the great col- 
lections of the world. Recent large be- 
quests and gifts have greatly increased its 
wealth, so that its officers are able to make 
purchases of extreme importance. And be- 
sides its own possessions it already houses 
large departments of the Morgan colles- 
tion, which take their places with a beguil- 
ing air of permanence. It is reaching out 
into various different periods and specialties 
of the world’s art, so that its collections, 
like those of certain older capitals, may 
epitomize the achievements of the race. 

The rapidity! of ité growth and the swiftly 
increasing cost of masterpieces, emphasizes 
our own serious need of money. In the mod- 
ern scramble for great works of art the Art 
institute is practically at a standstill for 
lack of funds. If it is not to be left hope- 
lessly behind it should receive gifts by the 
million dollars or more, and be able to meet 
with large expenditures opportunities which 
arrive only to disappear forever. Our men 
of wealth should understand the extreme, 
the fundamental importance of a great and 
compréhensive collection of the world's art 
to the vast population which has a right to 
demand of Chicago intellectual and artistic 
leadership. If we do not take adequate 
steps to meet this demand, we are faithless 
to the highest hope of the people, and they 
will punish us by neglect and lack of pres- 
tige to our own immeasuraple loss. ‘ 

In a hasty survey of the Metropolitan gal- 
leries certain treasures make a poignant 
appeal: The Greek sculpture is not a rich 
department, of course, the way to such ac- 
quisitions being practically closed. Yet there 
are a few beautiful fragments, especially the 
wonderful broken tomb of Sostrate, daugh- 
ter of Thymoples, which honors the ample 
spaces of the great entrance hall. This love- 
ly monument, from the fifth century B. C., 
seems to contain and reveal the beauty and 
nobility of the best period of Greek art as 
effectively as many a larger monument. It 
tells the story less completely, less heroica!l- 
ly, of course, but the spirit is there, the ex- 
quisite amd piteous human tenderness ex- 
alted by religious aspiration.. And, inciden- 
tally, in the faces and attitudes of these por- 
trait figures, we may.read an entire domestic 
drama of family love and grief.

Contending that the national government's 
first correern should.relate to the main roads 
of the country and again placing itself 
equarely on record as opposed to any piece- 
meal and wasteful distribution of federal | 
funds, the American Automobile association 
representatives appeared at Washington be- 
fore the joint committee of congress at its 
evening session of Feb. 10. 

The plea was made that in this day of muvl- 
ttplying roads travel, diversified to an epoch 
making degree, any project for federal] par- 
ticipation In highways construction should 
involve a general interstate system of high- 
ways equitably apportioned among the vari- 
Ous states. — 

The A. A. A. delegation which appeared be- 
fore Chairman Jonathan Bourne Jr. and hig 
associates of the joint committee was headed 
by President Laurens Enos, who, after set- 
ting “r™m why the automobilists devoted so 
much effort to the roads question, introduced 
George C. Diehl, chairman of the A. A. A. 
national good roads board. 

In the argument of Mr. Diehl he explained 
that thé association for which he spoke stood 
ready to codperate along any lines which 

‘would safeguard the use of federal money 
and insure tangible, real, and permanent 
results. Mr. Diehl predicted that from the 
thorough investigation of the subject by the 
joint committee it was inevitable that its de- 
éuctions would supply a concrete plan in 
comprehensively presenting the matter to 
the coantry for its consideration. 

Ginee Mr. Diehl {s a civil engineer and has 
bad an experience of years in roads mattera, 
it was possible for him to answer comprehen- 
sively the fusillade of questions propounded 

by the members of the committee. Vice 
Chairman Shackleford, who is one of the 
most insistent roads advocates in the house 
of representatives, supplied a goodly quan- 
tity of. the inquiries. 

In his Summing up of the hearing Chairman 
Charles Thaddeus Terry of the A. A. A. na 
tional legislative board maintained that if 
the national government gave proper aid to 
the state in its most traveled roads then the 
State could give logical assistance to the 
counties and townships. 

The basic beginning was in the roads which 
knit the natiom together, connecting its ewb- 
division of states. Each subdivision, Mr. 
Diehl asserted, has a function to perform— 
the township in {ts lateral roads, the county

PASSED BALL, PROVES cost a 


Schmidt's Error. Enables ‘petes te. 
; Tie Tigers in Cpaning Game.

History does not often repeat itself in base- 
ball. Regular patrons of ball games will see 
a lot of them, as a rule, before they encoun- 

. ter even a néar duplicate of one they have 
ween before. If this ie true of individua} 
games it follows that the occasions will be 
much less frequent in which an entire series 


between two teams wili be a close reproduc-- 


tion of @ previous number of consecutive 
games involving a pair of rivals 
Such a coincidence, after an interval of fif- 


teen years, occurred in the world’s ceries of 


1907 between Chicago's Cubs c-:d Detroit's 
Tigers. This Came near to being twin to 
the world’s series of Jsv2 ‘twixt Cleveland 
and Boston, which was the subject of last 
week's reminiscences. 

The first game mm each of these post-season 
conflic's was an extra inning draw. In each 
tie game one team had the narrowest possi- 
ble escape from defeat in the iast half of the 
ninth inning, Then after having fought each 
other to a draw one team went out ané won 
the series in straight games. . 


Twelve Round Battle in 1907, 
The differences are that the 1892 tie game 
lasted eleven innings, while that of 1007 
went twelve, and the Boston team took five 
straight games from Cleveland tn the earlier 
series—which was five out of nine—while the 
Cubs were obliged to win only four straight 
to cop the big pennant in the 1907 series, 
which was four out of seven. 
The 1907 tle game was the first that oe- 
curred in a world’s series after the national 


commission took control of the big event, 
-and was the occasion of a precedent which ) 
caused considerable feeling and discussion 


last fall. Previous to 1007, although 
commission’s rules provided that when a 
game was postponed it must be played off on 


the following day on the grounds for which | Bbecka, 


it was scheduled, there had been no official 
action on what would happen to the world’s 
series schedule in case ofatie. Just previous 
te the Cub-Detroit series the commission 
éecided that a drawn battle would operate 
the same as.a postponement. At the same 
time it was decided that in case any of the 
first four games resulted in a draw the play- 
ers would share in the receipts of five in- 
stead of four games. 
Rule Changed in 1911, 

Following a demand by the players for a 
eharé of the moving picture privileges in the 
series of 1911 the commission changed its 
ruling so that the players would share in only 
th. first four games played regardless of ties, 
That was fortunate for the repu‘ation of 
the game. In the four post-season series 


which were played last fall there were four - 


drawn battles and all of them occurred inside 
the first four games. 

' The second game of the world’s series was 
drawn, the first and second games of thé Chi- 
cago series were without result, and the 
feurth game of the St. Louis series ended in 
a tie. If all the extra coin accruing from 
these indecisive games had gone into the 
players’ pools widespread suspicion would 
have been aroused, 

Another noteworthy fact about the 1007 
draw was the extremely costly passed ball 
ii contained, almost rivaling in fame the spit 
ball by which Chesebro tossed away an Amer- 
ican league penmant. Catcher Schmidt of 
the Tigers was the perpetrator of the slip, 
which in reality was an error, for it was a 
muffed third strike which ought to have 


. ended the game but let the tying tally cross 


the plate. 
Bruins Tie Count in Ninth. 

The last half of that fiinth inning started 
with the score 8 to 1 in Detroit's favor. 
Chance opened on Donovan with a single 
and Steinfeldt drew a pass. Kling popped 
out to Rossman, then Coughiin fumbled a 
grounder from Evers, filling the bases with 
one gone.

greatest number, seventy-four, of these fa- 
talities were in the mountains of Bavaria 
and Austria; then came Switzerland, with 
thirty-nine deaths, and the rest were in the 
mountains of France, Italy, ete. The'num- 
ber of tourisis who climbed mountains dur- 
ing the year is estimated at about 100.000. 
Of the mountaineers killed the Germans fur- 
nished the largest number, then in order 
came the Austriafis, Swiss, and French. 
Englishmen, although inveterate mountain 
climbers, furnished but 2 per cent of the 
casualties; the reason given is that they 
always employ enough guides and have 
good equipment. 


The centenary of the Napoleonic wars calls 
attention to the existence of the smaliest 
State in Europe, thé autono- 
mous republic of Moresnet, 
Smallest on the boundary between 

State, Germany and Belgium. Mor- 
eenet has an area of bare- 

ly one and one-quarter square mijles, and a 

population of 3500. A boundary commis- 

sion setiling the frontiers after the fall of 

Napoleon in 1814 was unable to agree upon 

the ownership of this tiny piece of land, and 

finally left the question for future settle- 
ment. Meanwhile it was to be administered 
jointly by the two states. The joint ad- 
ministration goon resulted in an administra- 
tion by neither state, and the community 
became self-governing under the protection 
of Prussia and Belgium. In 1841 the two 
guaranteeing countries gave the district its 
own independent acministration. It has no 
courts, but Mtigants can choose between 
the Beigian and Prussian tribunals in be- 
ginning lUtigation, which is subject to the 
laws neither of Germafty nor of Belgium, but 
of the encient.code Napoleon.

to Make the Most of Yourself.

E MAY see streaming through the 
art galleries of our great cities, es- 
pecially on a Sunday, motley 
throngs of people, many in bur the 
poorest garments and of the most 

Ungroomed appearance. ° But the minute we 
mention art: we seem to be talking of some- 
thing that ig above the heads of the multi- 
tude, something that belongs to the few, 
something that only the few can appreciate. 

What, then, do these throngs at free public 
exhibitions mean? If the pictures of the 
gelleries do mot belong to these people, the 
whole people, to enjoy, if these visitors can- 
not appreciate what is before their eyes, what 
are they there for? ,\ If objects of art, statues, 
bas reliefs, architectural monuments do not 
interest them, why do they stand before them 
in rapt attention, forgetful of al else in the 
World? If they have not those two fine fac- 
ulties of the’mind, imagination and sensibil- 
ity, to which the-artist addresses himself, 
why should they subject their eyes, the win- 
dows of the mind and soul, to this trial? If 
these works of art are too fine for their com- 
prehension, too elevated in subject for their 
understanding, what does their interest in 
them signify? 

It signifies for one thing that when men 
are not depraved they yearn for the things 
that aise them up, that bring elevation of 
mind and spirit. It signifies that'men do not 
Step higher by means of things that are mere- 
ly on their level, but by those to which they 
can raise their minds. 

Then there are those who hold the belief 
you must come down to the intelligence of 
the masses if you would influencethem. The 
artist cannot do this, for if he does his work 
isnotart. He must work out the highest that 
is in him by the perfected means of long 
discipline, and what he represents, in marble 
cr on canvas, is not something that he alone 
can understand. He has expressed, because 
he has been trained to express, nothing be- 
yond what the majority of man can conceive, 
dimly perhaps, though they iack antirely the 
power to express what they.can see.

Where Art Fails. 

It has been said there is no more alarm- 
ing word than the word art. A great artist 
said many scores of years ago that-it was the 
fate of the arts to be enveloped in mysterious 
and incomprehensible language. 

Anything -appealing to the mysterious ap- 
Peals to the faker, and he likes to associate 
with nobler minds, for it is the fault of such 
not to be watching for rogueries—it takes a 
rogue to catch a rogue. 

When Robert Owen. full of noble plans for 
benefiting humanity, gave a fortune and life 
to this end, he failed because he attracted to 
himself the lazy and incompeient, who often 
have a singularly acute intelligence in ref- 
erence to the firet of physical laws, that of 
self-preservation, He was too noble to 
recognize a meanness in others which wag 
20 part of his own character, 

Art is always failing in its great mission 
to humanity for much the same reason that 
Robert Owen falled. It shelters those whose 
wnole aim is to make it seem mysterious.in 
order that they may seem to be persone of 
freat attainment or genius. 

George R. Peck wrote some years ago: 
. The Lord ut it In my way to learn, long 
ago, that We cannot eat poetry,-or art, or sun- 
beams; and yet: IT hold it true. now.and al- 
ways. that life without these things is shorn 


* of more than half its value.” 


Coming from a business man of Mr. Peck’s

Having become acquainted with the resi- 
dents of the town and having acquired a 
knowledge of the proper conduct of a drug 
store through personal application, he then 
would be qualified to seek to become the pro- 
prietor of his own establishment.

Root Culture for Profit. 

Editor of the Worker's Magazine: The 
other day one of the subscribers of Tam 
TRIBUNE wrote one of the departments ask~- 
ing for information about root culture in 
home gardens and for profit. Some of the 
roots In considerable demand have, during 
the last five or six years, been gaining in 
production without suffering decrease in 
price. In 1011 the production of ginseng in 
this country ran over $1,000,000. In 1907 it 
was something over $800000, It brought 
about $1 a pound moré during the later year 
despite the increase in production. Golden 
seal used to be worth 68 cents a pound, and 
today it is quoted at §4 wholesale. The rea- 
son that more roote are being produced is 
that the growers know more about them. the 
agricultural colleges have taken up the work 
and have been making experiments, mere 
is known how to fight root disrase, and grow- 
ers in home lote are providing «rowing quar 
ters much closer to the wooWand condition 
under which pature producec them. More 
attention ts given to proper mulebing end the 
regulation of shade and sunshine. The ol¢er 
the roots get the more valuable they be- 
come, and a large proportion of the growere 
have stuck to the culture until now they are 
receiving their profits.

same heat supplied by the hen. Al- 
though it does not dequire as uniform a tem- 
perature as does incubation, still there must 
net be any too marked changes. To almost 
roast the chicks part of the time and then 
chill them the balance of the time is bound 
to produce bowel treuble and death. Varia- 
tions in the heat to a reasonable extent will 
not do much harm, but it is beat to have the 
brooder regulated so as to maintain a uni- 
form temperature throughout the day and 
night. ; 

Most of the good brocoders heated by lamp 
have a regulator attacked, very similar to 
that used upen incubators, and with such an 
arrangement the degrees of temperaturecan 
be easily kept at a uniform point. Such 


. broeders require less watching and save con- 


siderable labor to the busy poultry raiser. 
Brooders must be properly ventilated, and | 
to secure that degree of ventilation necessary 
without seriously affecting the temperature 
is a problem which oftimes presente iteelf 


. to the inexperienced poultryman. The ten- 


dency is to overcrowd the brooders, and to 
overcome this crowded condition more and 
larger openings must be made to permit free 
passage of fresh air, hence the temperature 
of the brooder is more dificult to regulate, 
and in some cages it is almost impossible to 
do 80. 7 

Overcrowding the brooder is about the 
worst mistake one can make. This practice 
results in heavy losses, and a weakening 
condition to those who are fortunate enough 
to withstand this hardship. In many cases 
the blame for this overcrowding on the part 
of the inexperienced operator can be laid at 
the doors of the manufacturers of some of 
the brooders, who in their desire to outdo the 
claims of their competitors tin the same line 
of business, overrate the actual and safe 
capacity of their brooders. Thus the novices, 
who are not versed sufficiently on the sub- 
ject of artificial brooding, are misied by the 
very people with whom they place their'can- 
fidence. It is unjust on the part of the 
manufacturers to misrepresent such an fm- 
portant, factoy as capacity, and I believe 
it will react upon them in the end, 

When the Srooder is overcrowded and the 
chicks die in large numbers, in many cases 
the biame is placed upon the brooder, hence 
the manufacturer loses both the friendship 
and future orders of the imposed upon poul-

Allow Room for Growing Chicks,

A little common 
sense used on such subjects will overcome 
lots of disappointments and losses, and al- 
though it is best to follow the manufactur-| 
er’s directions as much as possible in the 
operation of e brooder, it nevertheless is ad- 
vis&Ble ‘to use your own judgment as well. 

Most any one, no matter how inexperienced, 
should be able to note when the brooder fs 
overcrowded, and when the little fellows 
seem to be uncomfortable. At the first ap- 
pearance of crowding the flock shodld be di- 
vided, and some of them put into another 
breoder. To endeavor to save on equipment, 
space, and labor at the expense of the health 
of the chicks is indeed poor economy, and 
will prove costly In the end. If you cannot 
afford to purchase the necessary brooders 
to take the proper care of your Incubator ca- | 
pacity, [t would be to your interest to set less 
egg? and thus eliminate the possibilities of 
heavy losses in the chicks, and impatring the 
healthy of the entire flock of youngsters. 
Many a novice has made this mistake, and in 
almost every case has paid dearly forit.

Mr. Rantz believes in filrting with nature. 
He makes her do what she is not supposed 
to do, if left to herself, with the aid of noth- 
ing but a few pine boards and.an old stove. 
He first plants his rhubarb outside in the 
ordinary way, lets it freeze in the fall, then 
transplants it into an old building 28x56 feet. 
There it is forced by the heat of the old 
stove and a little fertilizer at the rate of 
an inch and a half a day and. comes on to 
the market just at the time when it will 
command the highest price. 

The first of the Rantz rhubarb came into 
the Chicago market on Jan. 2, since which 
time he has shipped in 650 cases at the rate 
of $2 a case. He will ship 150 cases more 
before the close of the winter season. Each 
case holds about twenty pounds, nicely 
packed. Grown in darkness it has a bleached 
appearance which makes it worth more. 

The experience of Rantz might furnish a 
lesson for followers of this column. He be- 
lieves in growing things out of seaton and 
catering to what the market wants in the way 
of a fancy article. Few persons perhaps 
could find little soil romance in rhubarb, but 
he did and was successful. —

Orange County, Cal. 

Chicago.—[ Forward to the Land Bureau. )J— 
Will you please tell me all you can about 
Orange, Cal., as to situation of same, cli- 
mate, crops grown, fruits, etc.? Is it a 
healthy place? Health and prospect cause 
of change. How are fruit groves started? 
Did frost do much damage? Mnre. D. H. 

We have no federal soil survey on Orange 
county, California, in which Orange is locat- 
ed. The following information is taken from 
a booklet on the county published by the 
Orange county board of supervisors: 

*“ There are three great valleys in southern 
California lying contiguous to the city of 
Los Angeles. North of the city stretches 
the San Fernando valley. To the east, from 
the snow clad mountains on the north to the 
foothilHs on the south, extends the fertile 
valley of San Gabriel. The third of these 
valleys is the Santa Ana, lying south of 
southern California’s great metropolis. 

“Orange county comprises the choicest 
section of the Santa Ana valley. The warm 
waves of the Pacific lave itonthewest. The 
Temecula hilis protect it on the east fronr 
the cold winds and rains which often sweep 
down upon less favored regions from the 
enow capped San Gabriel and San Jacinto 
ranges. Its hills have produced some of the 
world’s richest oil wells. Its rich alluvial 
valleys produce practically everything inthe 
agricultural or horticultural line that the 
heart desires. 

‘The Santa Ana river furnishes’ the bulk 
of the county’s gravity water system. Its 
flow is divided between the Anaheim Union 
Water company and the Santa Ana Valley Ir- 
rigation company. Together they supply an 
abundance of water for irrigation and do- 
mestic purposes for 25,000 acres of land. A 
large portion of thie vast acreage is planted 
to citrus trees, from which ts gathered ¢ach 
year at least $2,500,000 worth of fruit. Be- 
sides there are many flowing wells, which 
vary in depth from 300 to 1,000 feet 

* 


Has Earliest and Latest Crop. 
“The citrus industries of Orange county 


rank second to crude oil in the production of 


“wealth. The 1911 crop amounted to 5,000 car- 


loads and in cash value to approximately 

2,500,000. Orange county produces largely 
of the Valencia variety. The proceeds, there- 
fore, are much greater than in districts 
where only the. navel vasiety is grown. 
While the average per box for the navel or- 
anges is not more than $1, the Valencia will 
average mre than $2. Orange county not 
only ships the first oranges from southern 
California forthe holiday trade but she also 
serncs away the last oranges of the season. 
Barely one-half of the availiable land for 
citrus culture is already plamed. Therefore 
the possibilities for further development 
along that line of industry are great. 

* Lima beang, sugar beets, and winter veg- 
etables are other crops grown in the county, 
while poultry raising and dairying are prof- 
itably followed. Orange county leads the 
world in the production of English walnuts. 
The 1911 crop brought the growers $1,400,- 
000. The 1912 crop Is equally large. Orange 
county produces nearly 40 per cent of the 
walnuts grown in California. The bulk of 
the walnuts are handled through an asecgia- 
tion of growers, A walnut grove in full bear- 
ing and in good concition wil] yleld a ton 
cf nuts to the acre. At prevailing prices this 
means $280 per acre. 

“Orange county has the most extensive 
celery fields In the United States, thirty car- 
loads a day being the average shipment. The 
feason’s output will amount to nearly 1,400 
carloaés. An average crop is 1,000 dozen 
to the acre, and the 1912 crop will average the 
grower 40 cents a dozen, or $400 per acre. 
The celery crop, like most other profitable 
crops grown in Orange county, is marketed 
through an association of growers, thus elim- 
inating the profits of the middleman. | 

"There are in Orange county 27,000 acres 
Planted to sugar beets and 90,000,000 pounds 
of refined sugar are procuced annually. Or- 
ange county sugar beets have an average of 
20 per cent sugar contents, being the highest | 
average in the United States. — | 

“ Orange county is one of the chief poultry 
raising counties of California. In 1911 the 
poultry of the county sroduced $1.450.000 
to the raisers, not inclucing the home con- 
sumption. The averag: révenue pa> hen in 
Orange county is eae ne

Farming Prospects Near Pensacola. 

Chicago.—[{Forward to the Lend Bureau. ]— 
Will you kindly give me information about 
the prospects of farming in the vicinity of 
Pensacola, Fila., and what the soil ie best 
adapted for raising. and the land values?

The following information in regard to 
Escambia county, Fla., in which Pensacola 
is located, is taken from a soll survey made 
by the federal bureau of soils tn 1006: 

“ Pensacola. the only city of tmportance 
in the area, is situated near the southern ehd

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bili;

of the county on Pensacola bay. It hasa 


population of about 26,000 and is, the metrop- 


‘olis of west Florida, besides possessing the 


finest deep water harbor on the gulf coast. 
It has some manufactures and {is an impor- 
tant shipping point for lumber and naval 
stores, as well as for cotton and grain re- 
ceived from pointefarther north. As#resent, 
however, it lacks regular shipping facilities 
to American ports. te | 

A branch of the Loulsville and Nashville 
railroad traverses the eastern edge of the 
county from north to south, connecting with 
the main lind at Flomaton, Ala. A branch 
also leads eastward toward Jacksonville. 
A lumber road traverses the western side of 
the county and may eventually become a 
permanent transportation line. The north- 
western corner of the county is not far from 
the main line of the Louisville and Nashville, 
which crosses Alabama just north of the 
Florida line. There are large areas of coun- 
try remote from any means of transportation. 
This lack of railroads through the county has 
done much to retard the growth of Pensacola 
and surrounding territory. Excellent sand 
and clay roads can be easily constructed in 
nearly all parts of the county, but with few 
exceptions these have not been built. 

“Pensacola is an excellent market for 
everything now grown in the area. In many 
instances the demand for fruits, vegetables, 
hay, butter, milk, etc., is net supplied by the 
local growers. All those products bring good 
prices and there is an ample opportunity for 
increase in the quaritity produced without 
fear of overstocking the local market. The 
northern cities are comparatively easy of ac- 
cess over a route more direct than many other 
sections of the state enjoy. 

* 
Crop Acreage Increasing. 

“ Agriculture has until recently been of 
minor importance in Escambia county. Here- 
tofore lumbering or séme Industry closely as- 
sociated with it has afforded ample employ- 
ment for a majority of the people. Recently 


the county has begun to develop its agri-, 


cultural resources, and tue acreage devoted 
to crops is steadily increasing, 

‘There is a marked reluctance on the part 
of the native population to turn their atten- 
to farming. THis is partly due to the fact 
that much of the soll is naturally unproduct- 
ive and does not respond readily to the ef- 
forts of the unskilled farmer. “ There are, 
however, extensive tracts of land to be had 
at reasonable prices that can easily be 
brought under cultivation. . 

“The cheapness of land and lumber, the 
mildness of the climate, and the comparative- 
ly low cost of living make ft easy to obtain 
a start in farming. The value of the im- 
proved lands varies according to location, 
soil, and class of buildings. At the time the 
soil survey was made in 1906 along the rall- 
road the better farms were held at from $10 
to §25 an acre. Away from the railroad the 
prices ranged from $6 to $15 an acre. A 
majority of the farm buildings were rather 
poor, especially away from the railroad. 

“It has been demonstrated by actual tests 
that some crop can be grown successfully on 
nearly every soll type in the area. A ma- 
jority of the people have always been lum- 
bermen, however, and it is hard for them to 


“In addition to the early crops winter 
vegetables can be grown. The use of cold 
frames with cloth covers or of glass covered 
together with the adoption of 
methods used in the truek growing regions, 
would enable the inhabitants of the county to 
realize a large income from this source. There 
should be an organization of the growers for 


the purpose of systematizing shipn.ents and 


securing suitable rates. 
e 


Norfolk Sand Extensive. 


“At the present time the milk supply of - 


Pensacola is produced either within the city 
limits or for a short distance outside. There 
are excellent opportunities for a combined 
truck and dairy farm along the line of the 
railroads north of the city and such a com- 
bination should prove profitable. Several 
poultry farms are also needed to supply the 
Pensacola demand. ie a 

“The Norfolk sand is by far the most ex- 
tensive type found in the area and its dis- 
tribution is general. It covers 45.8 per cent 
of the county, of approximately 300 square 
miles. The largest and most typical as well 
as the most uniform type of the area occurs 
in the southern part of the county. Here its 
surface is usually nearly level or at the most 
slightly undulating. The very porous nature 
of the soll is sufficient, however, to afford 
ample drainage even in extremely wet sea- 
sons. Farther north the surface becomes 
more uneven and rolling and is In some cases 
steep and gullied. ~— 

“The soll of the typical Norfolk sand is an 
incoherent light gray or yellowish medium 
quartz sand with a depth of about five Inches. 
In some cases it is dark gray in color and 
to a depth of from two to four inches is more 
or less loamy. The subsoll toa depth of thir- 
ty-six inches fs a yellowish or cream colored 
and sometimes reddish brown sand of the 
same texture as the soil. It is loose, open, 
and incoherent and contains very little clay 
and even less organic matter then the soll. 

“The open, porous structure of the soll as 


_@ whole and its usual deficiency of organic 


matter make {t especially susceptibie to 
drought. Because of its leachy character 
the soll does not show the. effect of com. 
mercial fertilizer tor any length of time. aj. 
though the entire type is poor, its agriculturg! 
value differs widely. The broad. level pian 
stretching north from Pensacola is in many 
parts above the average in productivity for 
this soil. There are many similar areas 
which are fairly productive. On the other 
hand, there are many areas which approach 
the sandhill fn structure and are so loos, 
and incoherent as ta. be nearly worthless. 
“The native forest upon the Norfolk gang 
type of soil is a fairly heavy growth of long 
leaf pine, together with a few scrub oaks 


and some dogwood. Asscon as the pine isoue 


away the oaks spring up in large number 
and a second growth of pine is unusual. Ags 
rule the surface presents @ barren ag. 

There are some areas, however, 
which afford fair pasture for several months 
of the year. 

“The Norfolk sand, because of its loogs 
structure and low productivity, is not wey 
euited to the heavier crops, such as cottog, 
corn, cane, etc. Its texture and genera} 
character fit it for the lighter, quicker grow. 
ing crops, such as asparagus, beans, beets, 
turnips, lettuce, Irish potatoes, peas, spin. 
ach, berries, etc., and such other crops ag 
melons, cantaloupes, sweet potatoes, com 
peas, and peanuts, as thrive best on a 
sandy soil. The large percentage of & 
in this soil and its efficient drainage causes 
it to warm up early in the spring and & cag 


also be used for growing hardy vegetables 


during the winter. 


“The Norfolk sand needs close attenticg 
and special methods to obtain the best re. | 
eults, One of the chief difficulties to be even. | 
come is ite tendency to droughtiness. Thip 


can be somewhat corrected by the addition 
of humus through the plowing under of gree 
crops such as cowpeas, velvet beans, ete, 
with a slight application of lime to preven¢ 
acidity and hasten decay. The applicatica 
of stable or barn. manure ts also of great 
importance. These, with shallow and level 
cultivation wii] enable the loose surface 
soil to retain much greater moisture supply 
and insure a more satisfactory and quicker 
growth of all crops. 

“Bome pear and peach orchards are found 
on this soll, but as a rule the heavier soils 
are better for these fruits. Large areas of the 


Norfolk sand remain unéettied. Its price . 


ranged in 1906 from $1.25 to $5 an acre, ac- 
cording to location, with a somewhat higher 
valuation in the vicinity of Pensacola.”

Phese are trifies, but they will show you 
what I mean and will indicate in a meas. 
ure the way in which you conduct your 
whole mode of life. If you are untidy inone 
direction, you are likely to be untidy in 
another. 

“Ub, don’t bother to put your desk 
straight!” I heard a woman say impatient- 
ly to another not long ago, “What is the 
g00d of @ rolitop desk if you can’t slam it 
shut and bide the disorder? Leave all that 
Picking up until you come home.” 

“It won't take a minute,’’ said the other, 
@athering together letters, envelopes and 


, Stray papers as she spoke anc Ppulting them 


into neat piles, “I just want to make things 
look decently in case I should get run over 
by an automobile while I’m out. I’d hate 
to be brought home on a stretcher and have 
my desk looking like destruction!” 

I wes convinced after that this girl 
kept her bureau drawers in a state of com- 
parative neatness and I was prepared to 
learn that she had hangers for her clothes 
and certain hooks on which to put certain 
frocks! 

When you come to examine this habit of 
orderliness from the standpoint of the time 
it takes I think you will find that it de- 
mands less leisure ané labor than the cus- 
tom of permitting everything to get messy 
before you make a business of restoring 
cleanliness and neatness. 

A few weeks ago I missed a pair of lit- 
tle curtains from one of the windows and 
on inguiry found that the maid had washed 
them out and was pressing them off. She 
explained her course. : 

‘They got dirty before the others did be- 
cause that window is open more than the 
ether windows; and-} thought I'¢ just rub 
them out instead of waiting until I had to 
wash them all,’’ she said. 

That is the (sort of thing I mean. You 
recognize its Value in many places. You 
would not wish your room to get ina hope- 
less state of dirt and dust before you 
tcuched it with a broom. On the contrary, 
you run a carpet steeper over it if the 
morning, just as you take a dust pan and 
brush to the corner®. 


Keep Little Things Picked Up. 

You feel it is a poor housekeeper who 
omits th!s sort of thing, as you havea 
contempt for the cook wh6é does not scald 
out her dish towels once a day instead of 
waiting until a great pile of them is soiled 
and sour. 

Carry this rrinciple throughout your 
daily employment, and see how it lessens 
labor and saves time. When you have 
finishe@ your mending do you put the nee- 
dies in their book, the thimble and spools 
in their pockets, the tape and buttons in 
their own freceptacies. or do you drep all 
into the basket at random? When you 
clear away your dishes do you have a place 
for everything and everything in its place, 
or do you stick the different pieces just 
where it happens to be convenient at the 
moment? When you leave your bathroom 
after “tubbing” is the wash cloth hung 
up to dry, the soap dish rinsed out, the 
towels In their proper place, the water 
spilt about the basin wiped up, or is the 
room in confusion because you plan to 
come in after breakfast dnd put it all to 
rights at once? | ‘ 

Not all the care and planning will save 
you a general cleaning once in a while. No 
matter how careful you are cust will ac- 
cumulate in out of the way corners, dirt 
will be rubbed into the carpet and rugs, 


and hangings will become dingy and paper 


grimy. But you may postpone that evil 
hour, you may stretch the intervals be- 
tween regular cleaning bouts if you will 
only clean as you go. 


* course, emergencies afise sometimes 
wher it is impossible for you to keep your 
house as you would like it kept, when a 
sudden call drags you off, leaving disorder 
behind you. But this is the exception, not 
the rule. .That may be the habit of put- 
ting things away when you have done 
using them, of picking up the odds and ends 
when their use is over, of throwing the 
soiled clothes into the basket or bag, in- 
stead of on the floor, of laying the hand- 
kerchiefs or the gloves in the case, instead 
of on the bureau, of sticking the pin into 
the cushion, insteaad of dropping it beside 
this, 

All little things, as I have said. But 
have you ever noticed how small a disor- 
der, how slight a dust or misplacement it 
takes to make a jroom look untidy and 
siovenly? It not, think abou itnow. Re- 
flect upon the imp on it gives you when 


. you go into your kitchen and find the 


soiled spoon, the unwashed dish left there, 
after the work of the day is done, and the 
place should be spotless. Don’t you havs 
an instant sensation of irritation and dis- 
appointment? The maid who has done this 
or who has left her stove littered with 
crumbs or spotted with grease, who has 
not brushed up the flour that has fallen 
beside the bag, undoubtedly thought that 
it made no difference, since she was going 
to give the room a good “ redding-up”’ the 
next day. Yet, to you the disorder made 
all the difference between good and “ slop- 
py " housekeeping... Apply the principle to 
the manner in which you-conduct the care 


of your Own room, your own clothing, your © 


own sewing equipment, and see if, after all, 

the same truth of the advantage of keep- 

ing clean, rather than of ‘making clean, 

does not run all through your home making.

candy. ail Fay 

MOLASSES CANDY-—Stir together three 
cups molasses and one cup brown sugar, 
add a gill of vinegar and put all over the 
fire in an agate or porcelain lined sauce- 
pan. Bring siowly to a boil, stirring often. 
After it has boiled half an hour begin to 
test the candy by dropping a little of it 
from a spoon into cold Water. As soon 4s 
a little of the syrup hardens in the water 
stir a tablespoon of butter Into the boiling 
mixture. When this melts put in @ tea- 
spoon of baking soda dissolved in a@ table- 
spoon of boiling water and take immedi- 
ately from the fire. Pour into bufte-ed 
pans and then pull to whiteness, or you 
may let it stay in the pans and as it coois 
cut it into squares with a buttered knife. 
You may put nut meats with it. 

The really oid fashioned candy of my 
girlhood was always pulled and we had 
little respect for the mere taffy which 
meant no muscle and active work. 

BUTTERSCOTCH—Moisten a pound of 
brown sugar with a cupful of cold water 
to which you have added two tablespoons 
of vinegar and put over the fire in an agate 
saucepan. Cook for ten minutes. After it 
comes to the boil add four tablespoons of 
butter. Boil until a little dropped into 
cold water hardens at once and then pour 
in a thin sheet into buttered tins. When 
it begins to harden cut it into squares with 
a buttered knife.

Dampfnudeln. 

“I have. seen, a request in the House- 
mothers’ Exchange from B, ls. of Montclair 
Ny J., for *damptnudein ' and I. am giad.to 
send it. I was unable to write it earlier 
because of aninjury tomy arm. * Dampf- 
nudeln’ is made up of the two words, 
‘damp,’ which means ‘steamed,’. and 
‘nudein,’ which in English would be dum- 
plings. Here is the way to make them; 

“To one and a half pounds of flour add 
half a yeast cake, an even teaspoon of salt, 
one egg beaten into lukewarm milk, and 
mix just as you would bread dough, using 
enough milk to bring it to the dough con- 
sistency. After you have kneaded it well 
divide it into four parts and set it to rise, 
When it is ready for the oven put the dough 
into a deep earthen dish, using enough to 
cover the bottom, adding to it first a tea- 
spoon of salt and two heaping tablespoons 
of lard. Cover thé dish and leave it in the 
oven for half an hour. The bottom will be 
brown and the top of the dough white. 
Slice and eat it as you would warm bread, 
with stewed prunes, 

“I have another recipe for a dish which 
we make and eat a’ we would bouillon. For 
this put a quart of milk over the fire ina 
double boiler. When it is boiling add to it 
a teaspoon of cornstarch mixed to a 
smooth paste with cold. milk, twe even table- 
spoons of grated horsefadish, and an even 
teaspoon of salt. Boil up together-for three 
minutes and serve. Mrs. L. P.” 

I should think the last recipe might have 
the name of cream of horseradish soup, 
and that # might be a little hot for the 
tender palate. But I am glad to have thess 
recipes, for we have many German read- 
ers who will hail with joy directions for 
making the dishes they used to eat in the 
fatherland. |

Some Southern Recipes. 

“ Wor the benefit of Mrs. P. A. McB. and 
others I inclose recipes for some southern 
dishes. I have lived the greater part of 
my life in the south and so undérstand the 
cookery of that section, 

* Cow peas [or black eyed peas, which are 
really beans) I cook just as I would navy 
beans. Soak them a few hours and put 
a few slices of salt. pork in. wih them. 
Grits are ised a good deal if the,south and 
are Prepated much the same asrice. Put 
into bolling salted water. Grits should not 
be washed and rice should be put through 
at least three waters to remove all the soap- 
stone from the rice. 

* Rice purlough is made with different 
meats and I have forgotten how It is made 
with tomato. Chicken or rice purlough is 
fine: When the meat has been bolling until 
it lacks about thirty minutes of being done 
you should have a Mttle more liquid than 
if you had meant to have gravy, and ‘sea- 
gon well with pepper and salt and some 
butter. While boiling slowly stir in 
enough rice to make it thick when done. 

“STEAMED POTATOES—Fry three or 
four slices of salt pork and when done pour 
enough hot water on it to fill the frying 
pan or skillet (preferably the latter) two- 
thirds full; nthenm slice fiito it: ive medium 
sized or targe potatoes, Season with salt 
and pepper and when cooked allow them 
to brown before taking them from the ves- 
sel. _Bither sweet or white potatoes can 
be used In this way and sometimes I even 
slice a large onion in with the potatoes. 


“SPANISH STEW —Cook together for 


one hour a medium sized onion, sliced, one 
can of peas, one can of tomatoes. Sea- 
son with salt, butter, and black pepper 
and « ‘urdli-pinch: of cayenne. * If any of 
this stew is left over put it into the next 
day’s soup. yy 

These are-good recipes, I am sure, and 
I am giad to have them. The black-eyed 
peas are among the articles I always ask 
for when I go back to Virginia on a visit, 
and I was delighted not long ago to learn 
that J could find them in a northern mar. 
ket... What. you call “ purlough” I im- 
agine is the dish which: is:correctly spelled

The high cost of living is a very interest- 
ing subject to me. I read everything I see 
in the papers on the subject, and have learned 
@® great deal from Tue TRIsuNne articles. I 
feel that my husband and I are succeeding 
pretty well in baffling tt, and if any thought 
that I can give regarding our ways and 
means will be of benefit to a sister housewife 
trying to live and yet lay by, she is welcome. 

Out of a yearly salary of $1,000 we save 
$300, which I think Is pretty good. Of the $700 
we spend $120 for rent, $80 for insurance, 
and $50 for fuel; $450 coverseverythingelse 

I offer the following euggestions: Be deter- 
mined to save. Have an object in view—the 
buying of a home, saving for children’s edu- 
cation, & céxiain aipeumt tm.benk, er some- 
thing, and then work together for it. 

Keep an account book and recard every cent 
spent. I have done this for five years now. 
It requires cotUperation. Ad the end of the 
month look it over, consider the amount 
spent and plan accordingly. It ts quite a 
check. on the foolish, unneeded expenses. 
Some months the total will go away beyond 
your decided amount, as when a new suit fe 
bought ot the winter's coal put in; the next 
month try eXtra hard to keep it down. 

Buy fresh eggs from some reliable party 
in August and September and pack them in 
stone jars, covering with the water glass 
solution {16 cups boiled water to one of 
water glass] which has the sanction of the 
government and is proved O. K. And have 
plenty of 15 and 18 cent eggsall winter, when 
the price is 30 to 40 cents, , 

Learn to bake good bread.’ I have demon- 
strated that-from a sack of flour costing $1.76 
I can bake forty 5 cent loaves of bread. I 
bake in the cook stove on ironing day, when 
one fire does for both. 

Have a garden, even !f only a 10 by 10 
patch, take good care of jt, be thrifty, like 
the Germans, double crop, and you will be 
surprised at the amount of eating you can 
have for your pleasure. _ 

For use on gasoline and gas stoves I must 
recommend the double and triple cookers 
They are the greatest saving tmaginable, 
and certainly count this fall, with gasoline

Has Burned Over 500 Years. 


HE cldest tos in the world, “ae one 
which bas been burning now for over 
500 years, is claimed to be in a Budd- 
hist.temple sear Baykoh, in Siam. It 
is a religious practice, and the priests guard 
the sacred flame more carefully than. their 
own life, for woe to the man who would 
chance to let the embers burn out. A new 


fire in lighted. every four years in the huge 
brazier, but an old bran is always preserved. 
Sicily also furnishes numerous examples of 
fires which have been kept burning for long 
lengths of time. This is a custom of the ven- 
detta and symbolises the fire of vengeance 
which the wronged individual will not extin- 
guish until the death of his enemy has been 
recorded. At the trial of a mirderer 
long ago in Palermo, he owned to having kept 


‘the fire in his home burning for thirty years. 


Im the arctic regions, where the natives usc 
nothing but oil for fuel and have great diff- 
culty in obtaining wood or timber, it i» eco 
nomical te retain the flame as long as possiVle. 


‘The Laplanders frequently act on this theory, 


and one traveler says he has seen one tiny 
fire carried about in a bucket which had not 
been extinguished for fifteen years. 

At Sarahad in Persia sacred fires are gre 
served from year to year, and not extin- 
guished 6m penalty of death. There a single 
flame has been kept burning for 100 years as 
an appreciation of a service rendered the 
grand vivier by a Parsee trader. While in 
Sarabad exchauging wares this aerchant ac- 
cidentally discovered a plot against the grand 
vizier. and by annowneing it saved the life of 
the official. And atthouch the Persians are 
faithful Mohammedans and detest the belief ot 
the fireworshipers, the grateful shah ordered 
the fire to be maintained to this Parsee. 


Some Ways You May Get ‘Eats’ 
If You’re Ever Up Against It. 


F you are ever suddenly stranded, up 
against it for “eats” and a place to sleep, 
here are some of the queer means you 
might try to earn mcals and lodging for 

yourself. They may seem strange, but they are 
affording a livelihood to a number of people in 
different parts of the country. 

In Pittsburgh an elderly woman managed to 


eke out an existence by removing cinders from > 


people’s eyes. She stationed herself in one of 
the downtown sections and was able to pick up 
as much as a dollar a day. Another woman in

they called her there.

They Had Elegant Kitchens 
When Rome Was in Her Prime. 


HILE the housewife today prides 

herself, and with. reason, on the 

equipment and conveniences of het 

establishment, she need not think 
that centuries ago other women in cther lands 
were not equally well provided. Indeed, the 
kitchens of Roman women were much more 
luxuriously fitted out than are most kitchens 
of today. 

Now, in the days when the Roman empire 
was at its height, if ‘ou went into the culi- 
nary department of an elegant establishment 
you would find saucepans lined with silver 
and pails of various description richly inlaid 
with arabesques in silver and shovels that 
were handsomely and intricately carved. Ege 
frames, too, that would cook twenty eggs at 


onee, and pastry molds shaped like shells, and 
an infinite assortment of gridirons, frying 
pans, cheese graters, and tart dishes. 

The toilet tables of the Roman women 
were well supplied in the same lavish fash- 
ion. Ivory combs, perfumes, cosmetics, hair- 
pins, even an elaborate hair net of gold, has 
heen receutivy unearthed. Safety pins, feo, 
which have for a long time been considered \ 
strictly modern invention, could be feund on 
their tables.

School for Grave Diggers; 


Another One for Gamblers. 


E" may think that in this country we 


have schools for nearly every imagin- 

able branch of industry. but in Europe 

they seem to exceed us in the estab- 
lishing of schools for professional training 
along various lines. 

In St. Petersburg there is a large and flour- 
ishing school where men are trained for the 
police force and the course of instruction there 
is necessary before a candidate is allowed to 
take the examinations. After they have en- 
tered they attend classes in the museum where 
they familiarize themselves with all phases of 
crime. They study the tools used by the 
thieves and there is a special class devoted to 
the crime of forgery and the falsifying of sig- 
natures in passports. 

At Monte Carlo there is a school of crou- 
piers which is conducted ther during the 
summer months. Classes are held in the 
great casino and aspirants to the office of 
croupier have to learn how to operate the 
gaming ‘tables. Each pupil must from time 


to time conduct the game himself, become pro- 
ficient in caleulating and paying out the win- 
ning stakes. The school averages from sixty 


to seventy pupils and the course given is six , 


months, in which time they are supposed to 
become proficient croupiers. 

In Brussels there is rather a grewsome 
training offered for the ‘nstruction of: grave 
diggers. It was founded a number of years 
ago and is under the directorship of the Evere 
cemetery, and all eandidates who wish ap- 
pointment as sextons throughout Belgium 
must attend. 

The principal school for teaching anima! 
trainers is in Hamburg, Germany, which is 
the center of the wild animal industry. Here. 
with trne German thoroughness. the pupil i< 
taught the training of wild animals in every 
detail, for natural history purposes as wel! 
as for exhibitive ones. The idea is that the 
efficient animal trainer should know the ani- 
mal from a scientific as well as from a prac 
tical standpoint.

HE latest profession out seems to be 
the automobile stethoscope doctor. He 
will come to your garage and locate 
your motor’s ailments fur you with his 

mathematical stethoscope. Every one knows 
that the surgical stethoscope is for the exam- 
ination of the chest and by its application 
the skilled surgeon gains much useful infor- 
mation as to the condition of the heart and 
the respiratory organs. So. in a like manner 


‘the skilled mechanician with his mechanical 


stethescope can discover the weakness of an 
autemobile by its sound. 

The man who is perfectly familiar with his 
machine can often detect a change in 
runging of his motor by sounds so faint and 
imperceptible to the untrained ear that no one 
but himself can notice it.

So the new 


stethoscops has been invented to enable him 
to locate the trouble with certain accuracy, 
and as the instrument is difficult to manipv- 
late there is a business opening up for the 
trained man. The instrument contains an 
ordinary microphone and a ‘highly sensitive 
telephone receiver. 

The microphone and the battery supplyinz 
current are housed in a cylinder and are at 
tached to the telephone receiver by a flexible 
cord. ft has a- head piece like that of an 
ordinary telephone operator and the hands 
are left free. The microphone is equipped 
with a metal rod, which is pressed agains’ 
the motor while it is running, and from the 
vibrations the rod receives and transmits to 
the microphone the point where the motor is 
running unevenly can be invariably detected.

York tomerrow-. French post-impressionists, ¢n- 
bists, ete, Italian futurists, German sécession- 
iste—all the various groups of foreign radicale— 
will be represented at the international exhibition whieh 
will open tomortow at the Lexington avenue grmory. 

The new Association of American Paintere and Sealp- 
tors, which afranged this exhibition, represents the re- 
volt of a large and important group of our artists agaisst 
the hidebound methods and conservative standatds of 
older societies like the National Academy of Desizn and 
the American Artists, and of the mMiguagers of annual 
exhibitions in cities like New York, Ciieago, Pittsburgh, 
Washington, and Philadelphis, 

Thus the new association Was otganized under the 
presidency of Arthur B. Daviés, one of the most orig- 
inal and imaginative of American painters, who is 
represented at the Art fastitite by one of his finest 
pictures “ Maya, the Mirror of Titusions,” presented by 
the Friends of American Art. Mr. Davies, with Walt 
Kuhn, the secretary of the association, spent last sum- 
mer in Europe, looking up exhfbits far the present show. 
Their aim was to introduce to America artists, living 
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ani who have not hitherto croseed the sea, and they in- 
duded also certain more familiar masters like Dela- 
croix, Degas, Renoir, Monet, Manet, etc. 

They began with that stern old classicist of the first 
empire, lngres who, strange to say, is much respecte 
by the modern radicals, though he would rise from his 
grave if he could hear of their allegiance.

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They Are Not So Tall These Days but They Certainly Are High. 


HE cost of chorus girls has gone up 12 cents a 
pound in the last ten years. 
The high cost of the chorus girl hannts the 
musical comedy manager during the day and 
keeps him awake nights, and finally when sleep over- 
comés. him it is troubled with the vision of a row of 
beautiful chorus girls all demanding an increase in sal- 
ary, making him toss pneasily on his bed, and when he 
awakes resolve to take a trip to the north pole, where 
the chorus girl is stil] an unknown quantity. 

Compared to the question of the increased cost of the 
chorus, the manager thinks the high cost of living or 
the reduction of the tariff trivial matters. Chorus girls 
are a necessity in his business. 

When a pretty little chorus girl with a quiet little 
smile demands $30 or $40 a week for her’ services in a 
theatrical production, the manager raves and tears his 
hair and declares it is a sinful outrage—and then eri- 
gages her and submits to paying her whatever she 
demands. 

This is the season when the chorus girl has the 
theatrical manager under her pink little thumb, for 
there isn’t enough of her to go round, Managers are 
scouring the country to find enough pretty girls to fill 
their choruses and they are having unusually poor suc- 
cess, for the perfect chorus girl is as rare as a day in 
June. So whefi a girl with good features and a fair 
figure happens into their offices they use all the subtle 
wiles known to managers, from the promise of increased 
comforts. to hints of their advancement to leading parts, 
to make the bait tempting. 


“The guestion of finding girls for the chorus is be- 
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coming more diffiqnit every season,” said the manager 
of “ The Count of Luxembourg ” company, ‘n speaking of 
the theatrical producers’ latest woe. “There are really 
only two or three types in demand, and if a girl does 
not come up to standard we do not hire her. . 
= * 
Styles in Chorus Girls. 

“Styles in chorus girls change from year to year 
just as those in gowns and hats do. The girl who 
suited us perfectly last year will look passé on the stage 
this year; and as for the beauty of ten years ago, she 
could not get a job even with a burlesque company. 
Do you remember the tall fat girls who made the Flo- 
rodora sextet famous?. They were all right in 1893, but 
a theatrical manager would laugh at a girl of that size 
trying to get a place in a chorus today.” 6 

The average person in the andience would be sur- 
prised to know how difficult it is for a girl to get a posi- 
tion in the chorus. A rigid’ standard is set by the 
managers each year and the girls must comply with it 
or they do not get the position. A woman playing a 
part may be a little above the average height or she 
may have acquired a few pounds of superfluous flesh, 
which adds to her individuality and may make her 
even more desirable for the part, but this never applies 
to any one in the chorus. Instead of looking different, 
she tries to look as much like the other girl as two peas. 
Her hair may be a -different color, but she usually 
Manages to dress it just the same as every. other girl 
in the row. And there are seasons when even the hair 
must be a certain color. °

Ten years ago a manager would not employ a girl 
who weighed less than 150 pounds and he paid her $18 
a week. This year the chorus girl must not weigh over 
125 pounds, and if her voice and dancing are as good 
as her appearance she can demand from $30 to $40 a 
week. In New York there are'a few women in the 
chorus who get as high as $50, and they make it a rule 


The 
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never to leave that city. Managers are glad to get 
them at any price and they know it and take advan- 
tage of their popularity. 

The standard set for the chorus girl this year is one 
bard for her to fill. They have to look equally well in 
trained evening gowns and in tights, for they are often 
required to wear these two extremes during the per- 
formance. They must be able to sing as well as dance, 
and of course it goes without saying they must be pretty. 

= 
Have Horror of Fat. 

The average weight of the chorus girl this winter is 
121 pounds. She must keep herself at that weight; it 
will not do for her to get thin with the hard travel 
the road, and she must not overeat and take on flesh 
when she plays a couple of weeks in a big town. 

Most chorus girls dread fat more than they do mice 
—~and if you’ve seen them scamper when a mouse gets 
loose in a dressing room you know it scares them al- 
most to death. Some of the girls do not eat enough 
food to keep a bird alive, but more of them take fat re- 
ducing salts and exercise constantly. 

The one thing the chorus girl will not give up in her 
quest for eternal slimness is sleep. She always gets 
from ten to twelve hours of rest a day, for she knows 
that although it has a tendency to put on flesh, it also 
is the best preventive of wrinkles, another one of: her 
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pet horrors. Food she will do without, but sleep she 
will have. 

The chorus girl must be five feet three, four, or five 
inches tall; shorter than that she is.dumpy, and taller 
she looks awkward with the lights of the stage on her, 
which make every one appear taller than she really is. 

The chorus girl of 1913 must have a girlish figure. 
The ample curves which were so admired ten years 
ago would not be tolerated this season. The broad, 
squarely built Gibson shoulders have gone out of fash- 
ion. Instead, girls are chosen with shoulders that are 
feminine and gently sloping. The bust and hips should 
be only slightly rounded and the lees slim and straight. 

The managers even go so far as to demand that the 
chorus girl head be well shaped, for the hair is worn 
so simply now that it would almost be possible for a 
phrenologist in the audience to read the bumps on the 
heads of the girls in the front row of the chorus. 

These are the standards of beauty by which the 
chorus girl is measured. Is it. any wonder that the 
managers have scoured the conntry for girls who will 
fill all of these requirements and have found scarcely 
enough to complete their productions? Quite naturally 
tLe girl of good appearance realizes that she can make 
the manager come to her terms and demands ® salary 
double that she received ten years ago. Meanwhile the 
producers try desperately to solve the puzzle, “ How to 
reduce the hich cost of the chorus girl,” and find it is 
as unsolvable as the riddle of the Sphinx. 
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And Here Are the Modern

HERE are few greater misfortunes 
on the journey through life than to 
have either bad manners, rude man- 
ners, OF no manners at all. 


Good manners in a person does not neces- 
sarily imply that one must be acquainted 
with all the fancy frills and furbelows of 
ceremonious politeness. One can be polite 
to the core without these social affectations. 
Poor and hard working people, who have 
never known a social advantage, may have 
splendid manners. Manners nave to do with 
our daily conduct and our treatment of those 
with whom we come in contact. Good man- 
ners are the expression of a noble spirit. 

The spirit that prompts éne to give up to 
ap older person the most comfortable chair 
in the room, that offers a seat to a woman ‘a 
the street car, whether she carry a jaun- 
dress’ basket or a jeweled chatelaine; that 
puts itself out of the way to lend a helping 
hand or an encouraging word, is the spirit 
of politeness. And ‘tis a spirit that every 
one who wills it'- may possess and be made 
happy in its possession. ¢ 

The agreeable living together under one 
roof of people of varied temperaments is 
brought about largely through mutual con- 
cessions and a kindly consideration of others. 

The success of a home“depends upon this 
spirit of reciprocation. How necessary then 
are good manners in a’ boarding house, where 
there are no family ties to hold together or 
to willingly excuse offenders, and where the 
temperaments and the individual interests 
are much more varied than in the home!

Fault Finding With Food Vulgar. 


Yet the boarding house is ofte: provided 


excuse to display their very worst features. 
Fault finding, grumbling, jealousy, and bick- 
erings are the disturbing elements by which 
ill mannered people can convert a boarding 
house Eden into an abode of torture. 


Sometimes the fault ties with. the landlady 
—-the one whose ideas of the comforts of. 
home embrace the clo w: eh upon the 
coming and going of her boarders, and who 
has a presiding genius for extracting with 
subtle inquiry such information as escapes 
her in her watch, who keeps a close tab on 
the amount of mail and its source received 
by the individual members of her house 
hold, and whose all absorbing curiosity about 
the friends of the boarders is discomforting 
rather than kindly. 


Another phase of ill breeding a certain 
class of landlady reveals is a too evident rel- 
ish over an opportunity to produce the col- 
lection of skeletons she has accumulated ‘n 
her years of boarding house keeping. What 
more unkind and ill bred than a wholesaie 
dealer in misfortune? 


But the faulis of. the average landlady are 
few in comparison to the many faults of the 
boarders! 


Table manners are an indication of breed- 
ing. They gre just as important in a board- 
ing house as at a Newport social functioa. 
Bolting: the food with a. due-there-in-two- 
minutes speed is most revolting. Unseemly 
noises while swallowing soup or chewing 
food is most objectionable, and puts the ill 
bred stamp on one in short order, Finding 
fault with the food is vulgar. One usually 
gets what he pays for. If the fault finder 
were to put himself in_the landlady’s place 
and were to figure out whether, his living 
depending upon it, he could afford to do more 
than she is doing; he would suffer a few 
conscience pricks. ‘There is always the op- 


tion of making a change if one is not satis- 
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fied. And it shonld be made before one be- 
cummes a chronic fault finder.

Mrs. Mackay Drives Own Car. 

With the departure for America of Mrs. 
Clarence Mackay, Paris has lost a pietur- 
esque fixture and one that up to the day she 
jeft never failed to attract attention. She 
is one of the very few women in this city 
who drives her own motor car, for in spite 
of the fact that Paris is motor med, ana 
has probably more cars owned here. than 
has any other spot on the globe, asa sport, 
women do not indulge in it. Where one. 
sees dozens: in Chicago and New York, in- 
frequently a single lone female {fs occasion- 
ally seen here, but the Women who drive, 
and drive well, may be@ounted on the fingers 
of one hand. 

Mrs. Mackay therefore ie a dazzling excep-

Whitneys to Reside in Rade. 

Another prominent. American woman who 
has recently arrived in Paris.is Mrs. Harry 
Payne Whitney, who with her family is tem- 
porarily stopping at one of the downtown 
hotels. This time Mrs. Whitney does not 
come in quest of clothes, but with a more 
serious object—the search for a home. 

It has been well known for some time 
that Mr. and Mrs. Whitney have wanted to 
reside in Paris, and that they have formed 
their. plans toward that end. Mrs. Whitney 
finds much in the artistic life here that ap- 
peals to her, and expects to continue her 
work, which for several years has absorbed 
much of her interest, and which has been 
growing in excellence. In Paris, with other 
serious workers, she feels that she will have 
the needed environment which all artists 
desire. 

The housé hunting has already begun, and 
is being pushed vigorously forward. Mrs. 
Whitney stipulates for one thing only, and 
that is a garden, where one may sit out of 
doors and pass an afternoon, so that whilein 
the heart of the city one may have some of 
the delights of the country. There-have 
been innumerable ones suggested for her 
inspection, but as yet nothing has been de- 
cided upon. There is one charming house in 
the Boulevard de Courcelle which so far 
seems to be nearest to filling the require- 
ments. The gardén ts not large, but it is 
sufficient, and the principal rooms, such as 
drawing room and dining room, are splendid 
in size and of fine proportions. 

To compensate for its lack of garden space 
there is a beautiful winter garden, fully as 
large as the entire house, and here all the 
year round, except on unusually warm days, 
one may have one’s luncheon or dinner served 
under real trees and with growing shrubs 
and flowers about one. 

Another portion of this particular house 
which has caught Mrs. Whitney’s fancy isa 
beautiful studio, which takes up nearly all 
of the top floor, and which is approached by 
a darling romantic looking littie stairway, 
all carving and dark oak. It may not be 
large enough to serve Mrs. Whitney as a 
working studio, but as a setting for the artist 
it is perfect. The woodwork is old, beauti- 
fully grained and well carved; the back- 
ground is old gold, and above all there is 
the staircase, which winds up from some 
out of the way corner and is as fascinating as 
a stage picture, 

After all the household arrangements are 
made Mr. Whitney will join his family in 
Paris, and although they themselves have 
decided for the ‘‘ simple life,"’ they are likely 
to be acquisitions to American-French 50- 
ciety here. 

A Revelation in the Tango. 

There is one American woman who has 
just sailed back fired with a determination 
to start a dancing class in New York. She 
is Mrs. Blakeley Hall, who has been spending 
the winter in Paris and has been one of the 
members of a smart dancing class here. So 
pleased has she been with the success she 
has had that she is determined that New 
Yorkers stall see the Tango as it should be 
and is danced. 

That Mrs. Hall has more than a chance for 
a pronounced success there is no denfing, 
and if her classes do not become the fashion 
her friends will be more than surprised. She 
has everything in her favor—youth, good 
looks, a social position, and the ability to 
dance that few possess. To see her in the 
Tango is a revelation, for it is charming, 
full of grace, with slow gliding motions and 
steps that are intricate and yet are simple. 
It is by no means like any of the proscribed 
dances on which a ban has been placed. 

With a view to her future plans/Mrs. Hall 
arranged several of her gowns ‘for dan- 
cing purposes, and yet absolutely in the 
For instance, she has provided her- 
self with two of black chiffon, narrow 
skirted, and with bodices composed partly 
of black Chantilly iace and partly of chiffon.

But this young suffragist, with purpose as 
unswerving as her manner was gentle, in- 
variably, made stanch converte for the 
cause before her visit had ended, first gain- 
ing their friendship with her fine woman- 
liness and then winning a complete victory 
by the force of her strong, reasonable argu- 
ments. 

-— 
Influence of Smart Women. 

About five years ago women of fashion in 
the east began to take an active interest 
in women's suffrage, and their influence, at 
first only slightly manifested in the west, 
gradually gained in strength until suffrage 
was a topic much In vogue at gatherings 
where smart women congregated and many 
social leaders Came out openly for it. 

In the wake of this innovation a sudden 
interest manifested by the young women in 
coheges and in society sent a thrill along 
the suffrage line and resulted in an entirely 
new type of suffrage recruits who were a 
littie lacking in sympathy with the steady 
plodding methods of the older leaders of the 
movement and instigated a new line of attack 
upon public sentiment by arranging spec- 
tacular parades and automobile tours. 

Fortunately for Illinois, Mrs. Stewart held 
thé office of president of the state organiza- 
tion during this transitional period in the 
movement. Having been graduated from 
Michigan university a few years before, she 
was entirely in sympathy with the progres- 
sive ideals of the younger women. and also 
appreciated the great valve of the practical, 
more conservative methods of the women 
with whom she had worked during the first 
years of her suffrage enthusiasm.

All Phases Covered. 

In the program which Mrs. Stewart has 
arranged for the three days of the confer- 
ence, a knowledge of the new and the old 
méthods and a realization of the necessity 
for@poth are shown by the remarkable com- 
pleteness of the subjects outlined. 

Every topic is included from the securing 
of a suffrage constitutional amendment to 
the matter of campaign music, and the en- 
couragement of the usé of suffrage books. 
The lst of sixty and more topics might be 
called “‘What Every Suffragist ould 
Know.’’ Ali the debatable questions that al- 
ways arise when a campaign is being carrieé 
forward in a state will be dealt with by apeak- 
ers whose work in the movement has made 
them conversant with those phases of cam- 
paigne. 

The acceptances from sixteen presidents 
of the state suffrage organizations have al- 
ready been received by Mrs. Stewart, which 
means that three more states will be repre- 
sented than at last year’s conference here 
in Chicago,. and with the total delegation 
mounting to over 400, a number only slightly 
exceeded at the annual nationa! convention 
held in. Philadelphia last fall.

COSTLY PRUDISHNESS. 

A government investigator of vice charges 

| (ur national indifference and the unwilling- 

ness to discuss the social evil with the re- 

sponsibility for the alarming growth of 

white slavery in this country. He asserts 

that 63,000 women in the United States are 

the slaves of men to whom they bring in 
$188,000,000 a year. 

There is no reason why white slavery 
should not be studied just as consumption, 

, OF smallpox, or leprosy has been made a 

. subject for study. Physicians who have 

- made investigations and lessened the-rav- 
ages from the diseases named have earned 
for themselves a high rank among the illue- 
trious scientists of the wérld. 

Nor is there any reason why in the inti- 
mate family circle the girl, and the boy, too, 
should not be warned of the existence of the 
social evil just as children are warned about 
coming in contact with smallpox, coéhisump- 
tion, and other dangerous and communica- 
ble diseases. 

Whether we like to admit it or not, there 
gre more and more data for believing that 
white slayery is more strongly fortified in 
this country than in any other civilized 
country on the globe. We havea republic 
of vice in our land which operates through- 
out the length and breadth of the nation. 
Young women and young men should be put 
on guard. against these underworld infiu- 

vences. Silence about them is often not a 
Virtue, but a crime. 


DANGEROUS MINISTRATION. 
~' The midwife, untutored, untrained, 
though licensed ‘by the state, is a peril 
and scourge to a large class in Chicago. 
According to Dr. Henry G. Ohls of the 
health department, 43.55 per cent of all 
births reported in this city are in the 
+hands of midwives, of whom there are 
‘da the neighborhood of 500. This is the 
highest rate of any city in the country. 
3 New York, with its 1,300 midwives, re- 
cords only 40 per cent of births at the 
“hands of midwives. Pittsburgh and Phil- 
adelphia show 31 and 21 per cent, respect- 
ively. 

The midwife is a product of the old 
‘world, and it is among recent arrivela 
from Europe that she plies her trade iu 
Chicago. While tlere was, and still may 
be, room for the limited experience and 
the imperfect knowledge of the midwife 
dn the peasant communities of Russia, Pu- 
lend, or Galicia, there should be no room 
for a midwife in Chicago. In thé peasant 

| communities of the old world one has to 
travel frequently tweuty-five or thirty 
miles to obtain the services-6f a physi- 
cian. To make such a journey by wagon 
~—and railways are scarce in such re- 
. *gious—often may mean death to the pa-

A ban upon midwives will result in + 
hardships upon a number of individuals, 
who are now finding midwifery a profita- 
ble occupation. But the suppression of 
the irresponsible practice of medicine and 
obstetrics by ignorant women will do in- 
calculable good to the community at large. 


INTERVENTION. 

The Mexican crisis has now reached a 
stage which compels the more definite con- 
sideration of the’ question of intervention. 
The government is wisely opposed to inter- 
vention. The approaching administration 
may be assumed pretty confidently to be op- 
posed to intervention, in spite of the repre- 
sentations df Democratic fire eaters in the 
southwest. The nation as a whole has no 
stomach for intervention. 

Nevertheless if civil war degenerates into 
anarchy, the United States must intervene. 
Either that, or we niust withdraw from the 
position of primacy among the states of the 
western hemisphere, reversing in less than 
twenty years the claim to the hegemony of 
the west—made at the imminent peril of war 
in the Nigaragua affair, thereafter granted 
by England and France. We must very 
seriously relax our later interpretation of the 
Monroe doctrine, which implies not. only 
rights but responsibilities, since we may not 
claim the one without assuming the other. 

The precedent set in the case of Cuba 
must be either followed or deliberately aban- 
doned if and when the Mexican upheaval 
presents a similar situation. 

The grounds of intervention set forth by 
President McKinley in the Cuban case are 
those upon which intervention will be sought 
to be justified in international law if inter- 
vention be undertaken. They form a part of 
our foreign policy until we choose to reverse 
oramend them. These grounds are stated in 
President McKinley’s message to congress 
of April 11, 1898, where they appear as an 
amplification and application of the declara- 
tion made by his predecessor. President 
Cleveland had been induced by the disas- 
trous results of the “ reconcentrado ” policy 
of the Spanish captain genera! in 1896 to 
say in his fourth annual message that 
“when the inability of Spain to deal suc- 
cessfully with the insurrection has become 
manifest, and it is demonstrated that her 
sovereignty is extinct in Cuba for all pur- 
poses of its rightful existence, and when a 
hopeless struggle for its reéstablishment has 
degenerated into a strife which means noth- 
ing more than the useless sacrifice of human 
life and the utter destruction of the very 
subject matter of the conflict, a situation 
will be presented in which our obligations 
to the sovereignty of Spain will be super- 
seded by- higher obligations which we can 
hardly fail] to recognize and discharge.” 

After quoting these words, President Me-\ 
Kinley defined the grounds upon which he 
proposed intervention. They were as fol- 
lows: 

“ First, in the cause of humanity and to 
put an end to the barbarities, bloodshed, 
starvation, and horrible miseries now exist- 
ing there, and which the parties to the con- 
flict are either unable or dnwilling to stop 
or mitigate. It is no answer to say this ia 
all in another country belonging to another 
nation, and is, therefore, none of our busi- 
ness. It is specially our duty, for it is 
right at our door. Second, we owe it to vur 
citizens in Cuba to afford them that protec- 
tion and indemnity for life and property 
which no government there can or will af- 
ford, and to that end to terminate the condi- 
tions that deprive them of legal protection. 
Third, the right to intervene may be justi- 
fied by the very serious injury to the com- 
merce, trade, and business of our people and 
by the wanton destruction of property and 
devastation of the island. Fourth, and 
which is of the most importance, the pres- 
ent condition of affairs in Cuba is a constant 
menace to our peace and entails upon this 
government an enormots expense.”

Sir Robert Phillimore,*for ex- 
ample, lays it down in his Commentaries that 
“the right of self-defense incident to every 
state may in certain circumstances carry 
with it the necessity of intervening in the 
relations, and to a certain extent of con- 
trolling the conduct, of another state; and 
this where the interest of the intervenor is 
not immediately and directly, but mediately 
and indirectly affected.” Among illustra- 
tions cited by Hannis Taylor in support of 
this: position is that of the intervention in 
1827 of Great Britain, France, and Russia 
in favor of Greece as against Turkey, when 
the three powers in treaty declared that they 
weré “penetrated with the necessity of 
putting an end to the sanguinary contest 
which, by delivering up the Greek provinces 
and the isles of the archipelago to all the 
disorders of anarchy, produces daily fresh 
impediments to the commerce of the Euro- 
pean states and gives occasion to piracies 
which not only expose the high contracting 
parties to considerable losses, but besides 
render necessary burdénsome measures of 
protection and repression.” 

The propinquity of both Cuba and Mexico 
to our borders brings them within a special 
scope of interest, as recognized fully by all 
nations in similar cases. The heavy invest- 
ment of capital in projeets of development 
by which not only our citizens but Mexico 
and her people benefit gives us rights. But 
the most critical factor in our situation, and 
that which is most likely to force interven. 
tion, if it be forced, is our duty to give that 
protection to the lives and interests of the 
citizens or subjects of nations whose gov- 
ernments do not act directly because of re- 
spect for our susceptibilities and our position 
of primacy in the western hemisphere. This

METCHNIKOFF’S OLD AGE 
DEFERRED. 
HE following is a tranglation from the 
French of a communication to the 
French Academy of Sciences, pub- 
lished in their bulletin, by Profs. 
Metchnikoff and Wollmann on “Some 
Experiments on Intestinal Deintoxication.” 

Among the poisons of our intestinal 
flora, the bodies of the aromatic series merit 
special attention. Incapable of causing the 
formation of antitoxin in the body, they un- 
dergo above all a transformation resulting 
in combinations containing sulphur. At the 
same time they, though less poisonous than 
the phenols and indols mentioned, remain 
nevertheless capable of producing acute and 
fatal poisoning of laboratory animals, such 
as rabbits, guinea pigs, rats, and mice. We 
have been able to verify these results with 
phenyl-sulphate of potash and paracresyl- 
eulphate of potash. 

~o- 

“The most important role of the poisons 
of the intestinal flora, however, is their pow- 
er to producé chronic lesions in the most 
important organs of the body. One of us 
demonstrated, more than two years ago, 
that giving small doses of paracresy! con- 
tinued for several months provokes in the 
experimental! animal atheroma of the aorta, 
cirrhosis of the liver, and chronic interstitial 
nephritis (Bright’s disease and hardening of 
the arteries). 

“Two experimenters in our laboratory, 
the lamented Japanese, Okoubo, and espe- 
cially Dratchnisky, have proved that indol 
administered in small doses, by the mouth, 
to rabbits, guinea pigs, and monkeys pro- 
duces in them pronounced organic lesions. 
What is especially remarkable is the an- 
alogy of these lesions with those eommouly 
found in old people. 

~~ 

“The invasion of the cells of the organs 
by lymphatic cells is encountered in both 
cases, since the changes produced in the 
blood vessels, the kidneys, the liver, and the 
brain by these drugs are the same as those 
found in old age. One can no longer doubt 
that senility is in great part caused by the 
poisons of the intestinal flora, notably by 
the bodies of the aromatic series, the indois 
and phenols. 

“By reason of these facts the question 
suggests itself naturally: By what means 
can one avoid the formation of these poisons 
in hig~intestines? In former times a cer- 
tain importance attached to laboratory tests 
of the urine for indican. In more recent 
time we have neglected to test for indican, 
because many believe that indican is an in- 
offensive substance. Nevertheless, there isa 
mass of interesting observations on indi- 
canuria. 

~~ 

“ Public opinion has arrived at the genera! 
conclusion that flesh diet increases the quan- 
tity of this substance, while vegetable foods 
or milk and vegetable foods diminish it in 
a considerable fashion. 

“It has been established, on the other 
hand, that it is the vegetarian animals, not- 
ably the horse, which produce the greatest 
quantity of indican. .Among men there are 
some subjects who, for maty years, have 
submitted themselves rigorously to a vege- 
tariau diet (with the exclusion not enly of 
meat but also of eggs and even of milk), aud 
who, however, have continifed to excrete 
largé amounts of this microbic poison. 

“Per contra, among the persons who 
follow mixed diets, in which meat and ezys 
enter in large proportions, there are found 
those who produce only traces of indican 
and small quantities of phenol. 

ne 

“Observations of this hature great! 
complicate the problem of determining tic 
importance of the secretion in the int: 
tinal poisons. With a viéw of clear: 
up this proposition, we have had to hi, 
recourse to experimentation on white rit-. 
they being among all the animal species | 
ones taking best to changes of diet as \ 
as to prolonged feeding with all varieties o1 
food. They present, also, great advantage 
in that they are content for weeks and 
mouths at a time to eat one food substance, 
and eat with equal satisfaction foods of 
either vegetable or flesh origin. 

“In general it is the flesh foods which 
furnish most of the aromati¢ poisons. The 
maximum quantities are furnished by meat 


larly. White cheese gives much less, even 
less than certain vegetable foods. 

“Among the vegetable foods, the first 
place is occupied by bananas and potatoes. 
Even those vegetable foods rich in al- 
buminoid substances, such as purée of peas 
and white bread, furnish much less of indo! 
and phenol than bananas and potatoes. 
Minimum quantities of these substances are 
given by the vegetables rich in sugar, such 
as beets, carrots, and dates. 

~~ 

“Having proved on the one hand that 
the poisons of the aromatic séries come from 
' putrefaction of the albumins, and, on the 
| other, that these poisons can be prevented by 
| the acids formed at the expense. of the su- 
gars, it was natural that we should try to 
eliminate the production of indol and phenol 
by adding to the diet ordinarily rich in al- 
bumins some foods rich ih ugars and 
atarches. Infact, the urine of uts thathave 
been fed on a mixture of potatoes and of 
dates is poor in indican. 

“ By reason of the anatomy and physiol- 
ogy of. the human digestive tube the albu- 
buining which give rise to the production of 
the intestinal poisons are absorbed much 
leas easily than the sugars. 

“While the first, the albumins, are ab- 
sotbed in the coecum and colon, the large 
intestine, the sugars are absorbed in the 
stomach and small intestines. It would 
be, then, of great advantage to. create a 
source of sugar in that part of the intestines 
which naturally is a foyer of intestinal putre- 
faction and the principal battlefield of the 
fight between the good and the bad intes- 
tinal bacteria.

“ By reason of the impossibility of getting 
a sufficient quantity of sugar to stay in the 
intestines through the stomach, small intes- 
tines, and down to the colon, even when the 
food is rich in these substances, we con- 
ceived the idea of provoking their forma- 
tion by germs which live on the amido sub- 
stances. The amido substances absorb with 
much more difficulty than the sugar in the 
small intestine, but they absorb without 


difficulty in the large intestine. 

“ The intestinal flora of man and of jni- 
mals contain many amylolytic bacteria 
capable of transforming amido bodies into 
sugar, but most of these attack, at the same 
time, the albumin bodies. Therefore, we 
found that, when we administered these 
bacteria, in place of diminishing the quan- 
tity of poisons of the aromatic series ww) in- 
creased them. |

“ However, as it ig not the sugars them- 
selves but the acids produced at their ex- 
pense which prevent intestinal putrefac- 
tion, we added to the diet of our rats some 
pure cultures of Bulgarian bacilli, which 
give the strongest productions of lactic acid. 
This diet has brought about a suppression 
of the urinary poisons of the aromatic 
series, 

‘In tests made on men we have gotten 
the same results as with rats by using a 
mixed diet, in which enters a small quan- 
tity of meat, about, four ounces divided be- 
tween the two meals, a pint of boiled milk 
to which we had added the paralactic 
cocco bacillus, the remainder of the diet 
being made up of legumes, fruits, and 
starches and of lactic acid bacilli. 

‘“*In this way we reduce the quantity of 
indican excreted below what we have ever 
been able to accomplish by the use of any 
other foods. We have been able by these 
efforts to change the intestinal flora, to re- 
lieve them of the great part of their harm- 
ful action on the important organs of the 
human body, uction of the kind referred to 
at the beginning of this communication. 

“ It goes without saying that these results 
are oly the first in pursuit of our end, 
which consists in transforming the harmful 
and offensive intestinal flora into an inof- 
fensive and, if part, helpful fiora.”

HIGH LIGHTS ON THE ABOVE COM- 
MUNICATION, 

There is so much partial information as 
to Metchnikoff’s latest contribution that I 
thought best to give hig short communica- 
tion just as he made it and then to point out 
the high lights. 

A number of years ago Metchnikoff proved 
that be could produce Bright's disease, hard- 
ening ;of the arteries, cirrhosis of the liver, 
some heart disease, and some mental senil- 
ity by the long continued use of certain 
putrefactive poisons called phenols, indols, 
intican, aromatic bodies, etc. He found 
these substances particularly abundant in 
the large intestines of well fed men. He 
found’ that the bacteria which produced 
these substances could not act in the pres- 
ence of acid. He found that Bulgarian lac- 
tic acid bacilli produced so much acid that 
these poisons were not produced when Bul- 
garian bacilli were present, alive, growing, 
and active. Therefore, take lactic acid 
bacilli and neyer grow old. 

oe 

In practice, however, his method proved 
disappointing. Some part of the reason as 
well as the remedy he tells of in this article. 

The laetic acid bacillus lives on sugar and 
starch. ‘he intestines are forty feet long. 
Sugar and starch absorb in the first ten feet. 
What can bé done to keep some sugar and 
starch in the intestines all the way to the 
colon? 

First, eat sugars, sweets, milk, dates, 
beets, fruits, spinach, turnips, salads, and 
beans. Eat spariagly of meat, bread, pota- 
toes, bananas, and purée of peas. 

Metchnikoff, though, found even this 
modification usually unavailing. The starch 
would be converted into sugar and all the 
sugars would absorb into the bleod and 
leave none behind for the lactic acid bacilli 
to live on and to convert into acid, which 
acid, in turn, will prevent the formation of 
putrefaction poisons. 

: a 

Searching around, he found some chemical] 
bodies called amido bodies, always present 
in the intestines. Chemically they stood 
between sugars and albumins. Instead of 
running right into the blood from the first 
few feet of the intestines, as the sugars do, 
they absorbed slowly, and a good deal of 
them was still absorbed in the large intes- 
tines,sin this quality being similar to the 
albumins. When bacteria act on these gub- 
stances they make sugar. 

Now, Metchnikoff's search to find a germ 
good at changing amido bodies into sugar, 
just as the bakers sought for centuries to 
find a germ good at converting starch into 
gas and the brewers for one able to convert 
starch into alcohol, began. Such a germ he 
found. He called it his paralactic coccy 
bacillus, and now he advises us to live on a 
mixed diet in which theré is a small amount 
of meat, a little bread, some potatoes, but 
lots of milk, fruit, vegetables, and especially 
beets, dates, legumes, starches and sweets.

This important point must be borne in 
mind: The object of giving these germs is 
to get them to live, grow, and multiply in the 
intestines. Unless the few grains given in 
the capsule succeed in getting a foothold and 
producing a few million of their kind every 
day in the year no good is accomplished. 

If a man takes the bacteria for a month 
continuously, and is aot infested with them 
by that time there is no use in persisting. 
The microbes have not taken a faucy to 
him. 

The advice is sometimes given to take 
them in courses, say for one week out of 
each month for several months. The basis 
of this advice is that the microbes in un- 
favorable surroundings may hold on for a 
few weeks ‘and then die off,

barony, which dates from 1462. 

This prediction has now come true, through 
the petition of William Henry Borthwick of 
Borthwick castie, Midlothian, to King 
George, that the latter declare him entitled 
to the honor and dignity of eighteenth Lord 
Borthwick in the peerage of Scotland. 

The king has referred the matter for in- 
vestigation to the committee of privileges 
of the house of lords, which, after due inves- 
tigation and an inquiry, comprising hearings 
of evidence in the case, will make a reportto 
the sovereign, recommending him either to 
grant the petition or te' reject it, the king 
being free to accept or reject their advice, 
according to his caprice. 

—— 

One of the questions which will arise in 
connection with the affair is as to whether 
the little daughter of the late lord has any 
right to succession to her father’s honors. 
Many of the ancient Scotch dignities of this 
kind are heritable in the female as weil as 
in the male line. But the original patent vf 
the creation of the Borthwick peerage has 
long since disappeared, and while there is 
abundant contemporary official evidence that 
it existed, nothing whatsoever is known as 
to its limitations. 

As a general rule the Borthwick property 
has descended in the male line only. But 
when the ninth Lord Borthwick died, after 
holding out his castle of Borthwick against 
a siege by Oliver Cromwell, and obtained 
-hhonorable terms of surrender, all his prop- 
erty went to his nephew, John Dundas, his 
sister's son, who assumed by yirtue of his 
will the name and arms of Borthwick, while 
the title remained dormant, until revived in 
1727, not by a descendant of this John Dun- 
das, but by a descendant of the fourth Lord 
Borthwick. 

As the result of a protest against his vote 
at the election of Scotch peers at Holyrood, 
of members to represent their order in the 
house of lords at Westminster, directions 
were issued by the crown that he should 
abstain from voting until he had estab- 
lished his right to the title. which he pro- 
ceeded to do to the satisfaction of the com- 
mittee of privileges of the house of lords. 

This was in 178. Ten years later the title 
again became dormant, and much litigation 
ensued between the various claimants, which 
lasted until 1870, when the father of the late 
peer was recognized by the committee of 
privileges of the house of lords and by the 
crown as the lawful heir of the peerage. 

> 

The new claimant is a descendant of the 
John Dundas mentioned above as the nephew 
and heir of the ninth Lord Borthwick, and js 
the owner of the ancient Borthwick property, 
including Borthwick castle in Midlothian. 

The founder of the family was Sir William 
Borthwick, who was employed on various 
embassies between England and Scotland, 
from 1898 to 1415, and in 1410 received a 
charter from the Regent Albany of the land 
of Borthwick, where he built the castle of 
Borthwick, now owned and occupied by the 
new claimant. He acted as hostage for the 
safe return of James I. in 1421. 

Another Lord Borthwick was keeper of 
Edinburgh castle. A third Lord Borthwick 
was killed at the battle of Flodéen Field in 
1613, while a fourth acted as guardian of the 
infant king during perhaps the most stormy 
period of Scottish history. :
